MONTREAL, Quebec, Jan. 24.—One of the 
most disastrous fires from which this city 
has ever suffered began at 8 o'clock last 

‘ night, and notwithstanding the heroic ef- 

‘ forts of the entire fire department, the 
progress of the flames was not checked un- 
til 1 o’clock this morning. 

At that hour the fire had destroyed prop- 
erty valued at between $2,500,000 and $3,000- 
000, and was still burning, though the ap- 
pearance was that the firemen have at last 
wot it under control. 

Included in the property burned is the 
splendid Board of Trade Building, which 
cost over half a million dollars, with over 
a hundred tenants and half a dozen large 
tirms and two score of smaller concerns. 
‘The weather was cold and the firemen were 
greatly hampered in this respect. Outside 
of the Board of Trade Building there was 
not a modern structure in those burned. 

The narrow streets, antiquated buildings, 
and the inflammable nature of the stocks 
they contained, made a combination which 
the department was powerless to overcome, 
‘The fire practically burned until it came 
to open space, which gave the firemen an 
opportunity for effective work. For a time 
it looked as if the flames would spread 
along Commissioners Street to the 
Office Building in the course of erection 
there, 

Numerous crowds of people jammed the 
narow streets, greatly impeding the work 
ef the firemen. The police could not con- 
trol them. Women fainted and some were 
slightly injured in rushes for safety.

000? Coristine & Co., furs, $300,000; C. Sey- 
bold Sons & Co., $80,000; Redmond, Green- 
lees & Co., hats and furs, $50,000; H. Le 
weolens, &c., $60,000; C. A. Chouillau & Co., 
commission merchants, $25,000; B. Levin & 
Co., furs, $50,000; Gilmour Brothers & “o., 
commission merchants, $50,000; Laporte, 
Martin & Co., 850,000; J. Cohen & Co., 
wholesale clothiers, $40,000. 

The first fire started at 8:05 o'clock last 
night in the premises of M. Saxe & Sons, 

. wholesale clothiers, on the corner of Le- 
) moine and St. Peter Streets. The streets in 
the locality were deserted at the time, and 
the fire apparently had a good headway be- 


fore the first alarm was sent in. The 
firemen on arrival found the building, a 
three-story stone structure, a solid mass 


of flames, the fire having apparently start- 
ed in the basement and rushed up the ele- 
Vator shaft in the rear of the store. 
Second and third alarms were sent in im- 
j mediately on the arrival of the Division 
Chief, but before the nearest reinforcements 
reached. the scene the flames had leaped 
across St. Petér Street, which is very nar- 
row at thig eint, and attacked the big 
five-story stone building occupled by H. A. 
Nelson & Sons’ Company, fancy goods. 
Here it spread as rapidly as it had in the 
Saxe Building. [In almost an instant it 
seemed as if the entire building was a 
roaring furnace. 

When the rear wall of this building fell 
it was seen that the Board of Trade Build- 
ing would have to go too. Solid sheets of 
flame sprang out and up and seized hold of 
the big building in a dozen different places, 
driving the firemen back. 

The newer and more modern structure 
burned more slowly than those which al- 
ready had fallen prey to the flames. but 
the firemen were apparently paralyzed and 
could not stay the march of the devouring 
element. By this time every piece of fire- 
fighting apparatus the city possesses was 
in use. Two water powers, which had 
failed to keep the blaze out of the Board 
of Trade Building, were shifted around to 
St. Paul Street, but here again they were 
too late. 

From the north side of St. Paul Street the 
flames leaped across the street and de- 
atroyed the premises of Thomas Davidson 
@ Co., H. Levi, dry goods, and half a dozen 
other smaller concerns. 

On Lemoine Street the extensive whole- 
sale grocery of the firm of Laporte, Martin 

Co, took fire. After the firemen 
had abandoned al hope of saving the Board 
of Trade Building, they concentrated their 
efforts mainly on this building, for the 
spread of the flames in this district would 
mean the loss of the entire wholesale dry 
goods section. 


COLOR LINE IN WOMEN’S CLUBS.

CHICAGO, Jan. 23.—By the decisive vote 
of 175 to 53 the Chicago Woman's Club to- 
day expressed itself as favoring the admis- 


sion of colored women to the General Fed- 
eration. The resolution adopted expressed 
regret for the exclusion of Mrs. Josephine 
St. Pierre Ruffin, the colored representative 
from the Woman’s Era Club of Medford, 
Mass., to the National Convention of Wo- 
men’s Clubs held at Milwaukee last year. 
The minority report decried the effort to 
force upon the Southern clubs a condition 
that they were struggling to avert. It 
read: 

“ Resolved, That the Chicago Woman's 
to impose by Northern votes upon South- 
é€rn women's clubs a semi-social equality 
with the negro such as must exist in the 
General Federation, since its constitution 
states its chief purpose is not philanthropic, 
but for social, literary, artistic, and scien- 
tific culture.”’

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THE GOVERNOR’S FIRST VETO. 


Disapproves Bill to Improve Water 
Supply of Goshen, in Orange, His 
Home County.

ALBANY, Jan. 24.—Gov. Odell sent his 
first veto message to the Legislature to- 
day. It was in disapproval of the bill in- 
troduced by Assemblyman Bedell, and 
{ passed by the House and Senate, empower- 
ing the President and the Trustees of the 
village of Goshen to borrow and issue bonds 
for $10,000 to improve the present water 
supply of Goshen, and further empowering 
them to borrow and issue bonds for an 
amount not to exceed $2,000 in any one 
year for the purpose of extending the wa- 
ter system of the town. The Governor's 
veto was based upon the law relating to 
villages, which says that when village 
Trustees wish to borrow a sum greater 
than $2,000 for local improvements the 
proposition must first be submitted to a 
vote of the people and receive their ap- 

proval, 

The veto message had a good deal of sig- 
nificance, and there was considerable com- 
ment made upon it. Goshen is the county 
seat of Orange County, which is the county 
in which Goy. Odell resides. Assemblyman 
Bedell, who introduced the bill, is one of 
the Governor's close friends. It has been 
the custom of Republican Governors for 
some years past to send in as few veto 
messages as possible. When a bill came to 
them which they could not approve the 
man who introduced it was generally sent 
for and informed of the Chief Executive's 
views. Usually, in such cases, the objec- 
tionable bill was then withdrawn for 
amendment, as it was stated. That was the 
last heard of it. The circumstances of the 
Goshen bill were such as to furnish good 
reasons for Goy. Odell following precedent. 
He chose not to do so. He decided to veto 
the bill. 

His veto was put out as a warning that 
enactments by the Legislature, the purpose 
ot which is to usurp the authority properly 
resting in the community affected, except 
in a case where some unusual exigency ex- 
ists, will not be countenanced. by his ad- 
ministration. The Governor thought his po- 
sition on this question would be emphasized 
by the veto of a measure affecting the 
county seat of his own county.

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| FIVE-CENT FARE BILL. 





Proposed Measure Fixes Uniform Rate 
Between Brooklyn and Manhattan 
for Continuous Ride.

ALBANY, Jan. 23.—Senator Wagner to- 
day introduced a bill providing for a uni- 





form five-cent fare between all points in 
Brooklyn and New York. The bill provides 
as follows: 


‘* Any passenger upon the Brooklyn Rapid 
Transit Cars, the Brooklyn Heights Rail- 
road Company cars, and the cars of the 
Flevated roads of Brooklyn, who has paid 
Yive cents for a passage from any _ point 
on the said ratlways shall be entitled to 
a continuous passage withdut change of 
cars on any of the said roads to the ter- 
minus within Brooklyn or the City of New 
York; or in any case where a connection 
is made to another road, to the terminus 
of said road without additional fare.” 

It shall be the duty of companies oper- 
ating the elevated railroads to run trains 
on a headway of not less than fite minutes 
between 6 A. M. and 9 A. M., and between 
5 P. M. and 8 P. M., and not less than ten 
minutes the balance of the time each day, 
excepting the time between 11 P. M. and 5 
A. M., when the headway shall be twenty 


minutes.

OPPOSITION TO THE OIL TRUST. 


independent Well Owners in Texas May 
Combine to Shut the Standard Out 
of the State. 
Special to The New York Times. 

AUSTIN, Tex., Jan. —The -recent 
‘bringing in” of the great oil gusher near 
Beaumont and the demonstration that that 
oil field promises to soon rival any in the 
United States in point of production, to- 
gether with the further evidence that the 
Corsicana district is growing rapidly in 
the production of the product, has caused 
a movement by the several private indi- 
viduals and independent companies who 
have producing oil wells in Texas toward 
organizing a combine with a view of shut- 
ting the Standard Oil Company out of 
Texas entirely. 

Immediately of the 
great oil well was 
a rush of representatives of the Standard 
Oil Company to that region, but they found 
that all the prospective oil lands within 
twenty miles of the gusher had already 
been leased to representatives of independ- 
ent companies. 

It is asserted that the owners of the 
Lucas gusher propose to operate independ- 
ently of the Standard Oil Company, and 
that it was with that view that the pipe 
line company was recently organized for 
the purpose of conducting the oil to Port 
Arthur, where the product will be loaded 
on tank boats ready for the markets of 
the world. An independent company -also 
proposes to build a large oil refinery at 
Beaumont. The refinery at Corsicana, as 
well as the pipe lines in the Corsicana 
district, is owned by the Standard Oil 
Company, but it is proposed if the present 
movement looking to consolidation is suc- 
cessful, to also erect a rival refinery in 
that field.

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TRUST BUYS OUT COMPETITORS, 
| Standard Oil Compauy Now Alone in 
the Indiana Field.

HARTFORD CITY, Ind., Jan. 23.—The 
Standard Oil Company has purchased the 
holdings of both the Manhattan and Cud- 
ahy Oil Companies, its only pipe-line oppo- 
sition in the Indiana and Ohio fields. The 


property was taken possession of yesterday 
at Montpelier and consists of wells, leases, 
and a production of 20,000 barrels of oil a 
month. The property does not include the 
pipe lines owned by these concerns. The 
consideration is said to have been $1,000,000, 

While the Manhattan will continue to buy 
oil, it will find its way to the Standard 
tanks. The Manhattan will continue to 
operate its pump station, which is south of 
Montpelier, and force its product through 
its pipe lines to Kankakee and Chicago. 
Most of the Manhattan’s holdings are in 
this county, while those of the Cudahy Com- 
pany are in Watts County, northeast of 
Montpelier. To-day all the books and 
leases were transferred to the Standard's 
office at Montpelier. With these two con- 
cerns out of the way, the Standard will 
have absolute control in the Indiana field. 


J. E. GIBSON UNDER ARREST.

JACKSON, Miss., Jan. 23.—J. E. Gibson, 
the Evansville (Ind,) building contractor, 
who is charged with having attempted to 
bribe the Governor to secure his aid in ob- 
taining the million-dollay State House con- 
tract recently let and who jumped his bond 
last Monday, was arrested to-day in De- 
troit. 

Gibson came to Jackson last November 
with $15,000 in his pocket. He held a con- 
ference with the Governor, and immedi- 
ately thereafter the Chief Executive swore 
out a warrant against him charging at- 
tempted bribery. Gibso®& was unable to se- 
cure voluntary bondsmen and had to put up 
$5,000 in cash to secure a bond from the 
First National Bank officers, which has 
been forfeited. He also, it is said, paid C. 
H. Alexander, his attorney, a fee of $1,000. 
He is therefore out $6,000 on his Missis- 
sippi experience in going after contracts. 

There is little disposition being shown to 
iasist on his return by the authorities, as 
they feel that the State has come out well 
ahead of the game, but Goy. Longino enter- 
tains strong views on the subject.

Bills Providing for an Interchangeable 
Currency May Be Reported To- 


day or To-morrow.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—It begins to 
look as if the currency law will be amended 
at this session of the Congress, after all. 
At the beginning of the session Representa- 
tive Overstreet, (Rep., Ind.,) the proposer of 
the act of last session, said that a bill to 
remedy the chief defect of the law, the 
neglect to provide for an interchangeable 
currency, would be introduced and offered 
for discussion, but owing to the expectation 
of a great pressure of other business it 
might not be forced to a passage until next 
Winter. Mr. Overstreet did not at once in- 
troduce a bill, but he brought one to notice 
yesterday that had been referred to the 
Banking and Currency Committee, and a 
sub-committee to-day reported it favorably 
to the whole committee, which will con- 
sider it at a meeting to be held on Saturday, 

This afternoon a call for a meeting of the 
Coinage, Weights and Measures Committee 
was issued, to be held to-morrow, for the 
special consideration of the bills introduced 
by Representatives Levy (Dem., N. Y.,) and 
Hill, (Rep., Conn.,) the latter a member of 
the Coinage Committee and also-of the 
Banking Committee. The notice for this 
meeting advises members that it is im- 
portant to be present. No one appreciates 
this better than Mr, Levy. He has been 
urging that something be done since he in- 
troduced a bill on Dec. 20 for the redemp- 
tion at the Treasury of all demands for 
exchange by the payment of gold coin, and 
providing also for the maintenance of the 
gold reserve. 

Mr. Hill soon after introduced another 
measure for a like purpose, but in different 
phraseology. Both of these bills went to 
the Coinage Committee, as they dealt chief. 
ly with a question of coinage. Mr. Over- 
street introduced a bill on Jan. 8 providing 
that ‘tall gold and silver coins of the Unit- 
ed States, except subsidiary coins, shall be 
exchangeable for each other at par at the 
Treasury of the United States at the de- 
mand of the holder,"’ 

The latter proposition is substantially the 
matter that the Senate dropped out of the 
Currency act, and the dropping of which 
compelled Mr. Overstreet to express regret 
in the House when the Currency bill was 
about to be passed. As the Banking Com- 
mittee was for the whole bill when it was 
reported, and has not changed its opinion 
since, it readily took hold of the attempt to 
perfect its work. The action of the sub- 
committee to-day is evidence of its readi- 
ness to stand by its former action. 

Meantime the Coinage Committee has 
been inviting hearings and discussion, the 
last undertaking being the invitation of the 
Chairman, at the instance of Representa- 
tive Shafroth, (Sil, Col.,) to have Willlam 
J. Bryan called as a witness. Right upon 
what seemed to be desultory work in the 
Coinage Committee tending to academic 
discussion merely, the Banking Committee 
has indicated its determination to report a 
bill on Saturday. That has changed the 
feeling in the Coinage Committee, and It 
may conclude to try and get along without 
the advice of Mr. Bryan, and perhaps get 
a bill into the House to-morrow or Friday— 
possibly a day ahead of the Banking Com- 
mittee. 

This is altogether gratifying to Mr. Levy, 
who sees that the Republicans are deter- 
mined to have a bill, and that neither they 
nor his Democratic brethren are likely to 
give him any credit for helping on the cause 
of sound money. Mr. Hill's bill will ac- 
complish just about what Mr. Levy wants 
to achieve, and its wpoeet has the advan- 
tage of being one of the dominant party.. 

Mr. Overstreet said to-night that he ha 
changed his belief since the opening o 
Congress, and is now of the opthion that a 
bill to amend the Currency act can and will 
be passed before adjournment. He further 
said that the men who were afraid, when 
the bill was passed, to go further and pro- 
vide an absolutely interchangeable cur- 
rency were now convinced that it woud 
have been safe then and is perfectly safe 
now, and there would be no opposition from 
any one who favored the Currency act to 
the proposition now about to be reported. 


CHICAGO MARRIAGE TANGLE. 


Woman Discovers She Is a Bigamist— 
Victim of Bogus Divorce Decree, 
Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, Jan. 23.—Mrs. Dollie Brun- 
strom began proceedings to-day in the Su- 
perior Court to have her second marriage 
set aside. This accomplished, she intends 
to procure a genuine divorce from her first 
husband and marry her second over again. 
According to the bill filed, Mrs. Brun- 
strom was swindled by an attorney into be- 
lieving that she had secured a divorce from 
her first husband. She was married in 
Ohio to George Palmerton during the year 
1880, Their family relations were not pleas- 
ant and she began divorce proceedings. 
She was informed by her attorney Sept. 4, 
1885, that a divorce had been granted by 
the court. She says that he also presented 
her with what purported to be a certified 

copy of the decree. 


Later she met Charles Brunstrom. She 
says: ‘‘I told him the history of my pre- 
vious life, showed him the copy of the de- 


cree which I had received, and which led 
me to believe that I was single. Believing 
that I was free to contract marriage, he 
requested my hand and was accepted.” 

They were married and lived together un- 
til a fortnight ago. At that time they were 
informed that the document which they 
supposed was a certified copy of a decree of 
divorce was a forgery. 


TRIED HARD TO GET MARRIED. 





Two Brooklynites, Both Divorced, 
Succeed After Several Attempts.

STAMFORD, Conn., Jan. 23.—Charles G. 
Smith, aged forty, and Alice N. Philip, 
aged twenty-four, both of Brooklyn, were 
married here to-night in the parsonage of 
the First Methodist Church by the rector, 
after several set-backs in their attempt to 


be made one. Smith came to Stamford 
yesterday morning and took out a wed- 
ding license in the Town Clerk's office. 
The license revealed the fact that both he 
and his intended bride were divorced. He 
sought out the Rev. Charles Morris Addi- 
son, rector of St. John's Episcopal Church, 
and endeavored to arrange an hour for 
their marriage. When the rector learned 
that both were divorced, he absolutely re- 
fused to marry them in the absence of any 
witnesses. 

From S8t. John’s Mr. Smith went to the 
Presbyterian parsonage, but Dr. Vail, the 
rector, was out. He thereupon abandoned 
the attempt and returned to Brooklyn. The 
couple came to Stamford to-night on the 
6:50 o’clock train and went to the Methodist 
parsonage. The groom handed his license 
to the pastor, but made no explanation of 
their divorce. The pastor did not scrutinize 
the license, and it was not until the couple 
had departed that he learned they were di- 
voreed rsons. The marriage was wit- 
nessed by a Mr. Miller of Brooklyn. The 
couple went to the Hotel Rockland. 


OHIO MILLIONAIRE DROPS DEAD. 


Apoplexy Kills John H. Thomas, the 
Springfield Manufacturer.

SPRINGFIELD, Ohio, Jan. 23.—John H. 
Thomas, aged seventy-four, the millionaire 
manufacturer of this city, who became 
famous through his contest with the late 


Calvin Brice for a seat in the United 
States Senate, dropped dead this after- 
noon at his home from apoplexy. Mr. 
Thomas had been in good health and felt 
better than usual th afternoon, as he 
himself expressed it. He took lunch, fol- 
lowing which he started to an adjoining 
room, when he fell on the floor dead. 

The deceased was one of the pioneers of 
this city. He started with comparatively 
nothing, and through energy, thrift, and in- 
dustry amassed a large fortune. His son, 
W. 8S. Thomas, was until recently Chair- 
man of the Democratic Central Committee 
and is now mentioned for the nomination 
for Governor.

THE QUEEN LIES IN STATE 
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Her Servants at Osborne File 
Past the Body, 





Arrangements for the Funerai to Be 
Made To-Day—Many Roy- 
alties Will Attend It. 


COWES, Isle of Wight, Jan. 24.—At 11 
o'clock this morning the members of the 
royal family will gather around the body 
of the Queen. It lies in a simple coffin in 
the dining room, which has been trans- 
formed into a Chapelle Ardente, festooned 
with red and white hangings. The Bishop 
of Winchester, standing before an altar 
removed for the occasion from the private 
chapel, will read a portion of the service 
for the dead. 

The coffin rests upon a specially erected 
platform draped with royal purple, the feet 
lying to the east. All about are exquisite 
flowers. The head faces the simple altar. 
Over the features is a thin veil. The Queen 
is attired in black and her arms are folded. 
A beautiful gold cross lies on her breast. 

Death has softened the Queen's face, and 
the thin veil conceals no terrible defects. 
The hand of the Mighty Leveler has dealt 
with her lovingly. 

Outside the room two officers are always 
on guard. Within two Indian attendants 
and some of the ladies in waiting keep con- 
stant watch. Six candelabra have been 
sent to Osborne from St. Paul's Cathedral. 

For a few hours after the conclusion of 
to-day’s service the public will be admitted 
to the room and allowed to view the body 
of the sovereign who so long reigned over 
them. 

The honor of first seeing the body of the 
Queen was conferred on her personal reti- 
nue, and such a simple, pathetic scene as 
marked yesterday afternoon could hardly 
have occurred in any other monarchy. All 
the servants and tenants were admitted. 
The footmen, housemaids, coachmen, stable 
lads, and policemen, dressed in their Sun- 
day clothes, filed through the room for 
four hours. There were no formalities. It 
might have been the body of any country 
lady, whose tenants were bidding her a 
last farewell. Bent old men, children, and 
families who had grown up on the estate, 
who regarded Queen Victoria as a friend 
and patron rather than as a sovereign, took 
their turn, and their grief was the sorrow 
of those who had lost a friend. 

In the meantime many residents of 
Cowes and neighborin towns and some 

rominent people applied at the porter’s 
odge for admission; but they were told to 
come .to-day, 

Nothing has been decided at Osborne re- 
garding the funeral arrangements or the 
removal of Queen Victoria’s body, and 
nothing will be decided until after the ar- 
rival of the King to-day. 


It is now thought improbable that the 
body will be removed before Sunday. It 
will, unless the King orders @therwise, be 


taken on board the royal yacht Alberta, 
for conveyance to Windsor. The coffin will 
be placed on the main deck, athwartships, 
just in front of the structure known as the 
**Queen’s canopy,” in which her Majesty 
was in the habit of sitting during her trips 
on the yacht. The coffin will be placed 
on 4 spot marked on the deck with a brass 
oross, where the coffin of Prince Henry of 
Battenberg also rested. 

Herr Fuchs, the German sculptor, has 
ee to take a cast of the dead Queen's 
ace. 

It is reported that Emperor William will 
remain in the Isle of Wight until the re- 
moval of the body, even if this should be 
postponed for a fortnight. 
The Kaiser has ordered in 
magnificent wreaths, with broad ribbons 
bearing the initials of himself and the Em- 
ress, which he will personally place on the 
ueen’s coffin at to-day’s service, 

It is learned that the cause of the Queen's 
death as officially given is ‘* senile decay.” 
The doctors have adopted this expression 
as most suitable and truthful. They at- 
tribute the paralysis which attacked her 
Majesty as secondary to the general weak- 
ness of her condition, nor is it considered 
advisable for reasons of State to intimate 
that her intellect was dimmed by this par- 
ticular form of the disease. 

Details of the dying hours were not ob- 
tainable until late last evening. It appears 
that the Queen was moved on Sunday from 
her big bed into a small cot specially built 
with springs, which was surrounded by a 
screen. This was to enable the doctors to 
reach the patient easily on both sides, 
which was impossible when she lay in a 
bed six feet wide. In this small bed she 
passed away. - 

When Emperor William arrived he rushed 
without taking off his overcoat to the 
Queen's bedside, and the first words he said 
were words of regret that his mother was 
unable to come. ‘ Yes,"” murmured the 
Queen, ‘‘I wish ‘ Vicky’ could be here,’’ 
using a pet name of her eldest daughter. 

On Tuesday afternoon all the members of 
the family were in readiness for the end. 
At 4 o’clock the Prince of Wales was sum- 
moned, Half an hour later he was joined 
by the other members of the family. At 5 
o'clock the Duchess of York arrived, and 
the Queen kissed her, saying, ‘‘I am glad 
you have come.” 

The Bishop of Winchester began to pray. 
The Queen slowly sank into unconscious- 
ness. At 6:15 P. M. the end was thought 
to have come. The Prince of Wales and 
several others walked out of the room, 

But the vitality of the Queen was not yet 
extinguished. 
with only the Princess of Wales and a few 
others present, the feeble spark of life was 
maintained. At-6:30, with Emperor Will- 
iam, the Prince of Wales and the others 
absent, death actually came. 

On Tuesday night neither the King nor 
his wife would allow their entourage to 
address them by their correct titles. 

The large force of detectives present from 
London is a precaution against any An- 
archist attempt upon the life of Emperor 
William, and not on account of the new 
King. .

These were discussed at a meeting of the 
authorities of the royal household at Buck- 
ingham Palace last evening. At the College 
of Arms it was said that the date of the 
funeral could not be settled until it was 
known when the een royalties or 
their representatives could arrive, but that 
the function would be held at the earliest 
possible date, for the convenience of Em- 
peror William. 

Buckingham Palace is being made ready 
for the royal persons who are abédut to ar- 
rive, and Windsor Castle is also being pre- 

ared for the reception of many guests, 

epresentatives of all the royal families 
in Europe will probably be present at the 
funeral, including the Kings of Italy. Por- 
tugal, Belgium, and Greece, the Crown 
Princes of Germany and Sweden, and Arch- 
duke Francis Ferdinand of Austria. All 
the European Courts will go into mourning 
for various periods. 

Regarding the cause of the Queen’s death 
The Lancet says: 

‘* Death was due to cerebral failure. Tran- 
sient but recurring symptoms of apathy 
and torpor, with aphasic indications, gave 
great uneasiness to the physicians a few 
days before the final illness. From Satur- 
day these symptoms grew steadily graver, 
but the heart’s action was maintained 
throughout and the temperature was nor- 
mal.”’

British Exchanges Closed—London in 
Mourning Garb. 


LONDON, Jan. 24.—All London has donned 
a garb of mourning. Throughout the West 
End drawn blinds are seen everywhere, 
while all the Embassies, Government of- 
fices, and public buildings are draped in 
black, and the flags are half-masted. The 
members of the Stock Exchanges and allthe 
Produce and Metal Exchanges here through- 
out the country only assembled yesterday 
to disperse immediately after the presiding 
officers had addressed to them a few words 
of tribute to the dead Queen. 

The sorrow felt throughout the empire is 
described in a constant succession of tele- 
grams arriving from every important town 
in the colonies, all telling of the suspension 


of business, the closing. of theatres, the 
display of mourning emblems, and arrange- 
ments for memorial services. All the Gov- 
ernors have sent, on behalf of their respect- 
ive colonies, telegrams of condolence to 
King Edward and Mr. Chamberlain, Secre- 
tary of State for the Colonies. 

The Marquis of Lansdowne, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, has received from. the 
German Ambassador a-letter on behalf of 
the Diplomatic Corps in London express- 
ing its sympathy and condolence. The 
communication says: 

“This sad event not only fills the hearts 
of her late subjects with profound sorrow, 
but will arouse beyond the <'mits of the 
British Empire the regret of those whom 
her Majesty was known to inspire with 
respect and admiration. Such sentiments 
are shared most sincerely by the members 
of the Diplomatic Corps, who, having had 
the honor of being received at Court and 
approaching her Majesty, ve also had 
the opportunity of appreciating those rare 
and incomparable qualities by which that 
august sovereign captivated the hearts of 
all who entered her presence.’’

Members of Both Houses Take Oath of 
Allegiance to Edward VII. 


LONDON, Jan. 24.—The House of Lords 
and the House of Commons assembled at 4 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, and the mem- 
bers took the oath of allegiance to the new 
sovereign. At the last moment the King 
decided not to attend the House of Lords 
yesterday. 

Among those who took the oath in the 
House of Lords were the Duke of York, 
the Dukt of Connaught, Earl Roberts, Lord 
Rosebery, Lord Salisbury, the Duke of Ar- 
gyll, and Lord Lansdowne. The House of 
Lords then adjourned until to-day. 

Many Peeresses in the deepest mourning 
were in the galleries. 

The attendance in the House of Commons 
was large. All the members, dressed in 
the deepest mourning, stood up as the 
Speaker, the Right Hon. William Court 
Gully, entered and announced that by rea- 
son of the deeply lamented decease of her 
Majesty Queen Victoria, it had. become 
their duty to take the oath of allegiance to 
her successor, his Majesty King Edward 
Vil. The Speaker then administered the 
oath, and the swearing in of the members 
proceeded.

It Is Not Known that She Owned Any 


United States Securities.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—From 

time, but particularly some years ago, 
when the United States was paying high 
rates of interest on bonds, it was reported 
that Queen Victoria had invested large 
amounts of money in our securities. In- 
quiry at the Treasury did not’ verify 
the report at the time, for the reasons giv- 
en to inquirers to-day. It was admitted by 
Assistant Secretary Vandegip, after he had 
asked for definite informitaion from the 
proper officer, that it was not known that 
Queen Victoria was a holder of United 
States bonds at the time of her death, or 
that she had ever held them.

Resolution of Condolence Finally 
Passed by the Corporation. 


DUBLIN, Jan. 25.—At a meeting of the 
Corporation of Dublin to-day Lord Mayor 
Pile moved the following resolution: 

**We beg respectfully to tender to the 
members of the royal family our sincere 
sympathy with them and our feelings of 
deep regret at the great affliction that has 
befallen them in the death of her Majes..

The following amendment was proposed 
by Timothy Harrington, M. P., who is the 
Lord Mayor-elect:

The United States of America has always en- 
joyed the friendship and good-will of her Ma- 
jesty, and-in times of national affliction her 
sympathy has been promptly extended, 

Be it further resolveil that this Assembly do 
now adjourn out of respect to her memory. 


The Senate adopted the following, of- 
fered by Senator White: 


Resolved, That the Senate of the State of 
New York expresses its profound sorrow at the 
death of her Majesty, Queen Victoria, and ex- 
tends its sincere sympathy to her people in 
their bereavement.- 


ILLINOIS LEGISLATURE ACTS. 


Passes Resolutions Which Were Op- 
posed by the Democrats. ‘

Whereas, The news of the decease of this dis- 
tinguished sovereign, this virtuous lady, and 
this model mother has called forth from all 
classes of our fellow-citizens expressions of great 
sadness and deep regret; and 

Whereas, In recognition of her long, memor- 
able, and useful reign, and as a mark of respect 
to her life and memory, be it 

Resolved, That this House do now adjourn. 

Representative Cummings of Chicago, 
Democrat, moved to table the resolution 
and demanded a roll call. Speaker Sher- 
man ordered one, although the Democratic 
leaders tried to withraw the request, It 
showed 1 (Campbell) for tabling, 58 
against. A rising vote was then taken on 
the resolution.

D. Parker Morgan then offered 
a resolution that a committee be appointed 
to send condolences. The resolution wus 
carried. 

At the close of the meeting it was an- 
nounced that it had been decided to send 
the following cable to King Edward VIL.:

We, the members of the St. George's Society 
of New York, have received with profound grief 
the news of the death of her Majesty, Queen 
Victoria. We d@sire to express to your Majesty 
the deep sorrow we feel that in the course of 
nature the time when this beautiful life, so 
gracious and perfect in its goodness, had to 
be reached. The great and beloved Queen is 
dead, but as in life she steadily grew in grace 
and favor, so will she continue in the hearts 
and minds of her people a hope and inspiration 
to the end of time.

It was also stated that negotiations were 
in progress with the Rev. Morgan Dix look- 
ing to a memorial service in Trinity 
Church. The details of this service will be 
taken up at a meeting of English residents 
2 a held this afternoon at the Downtown 
Club. 

Sir Percy Sanderson, after the meeting, 
stated that yesterday he notified all the 
foreign Consuls of the death of the Queen, 
and sent a special messenger with the news 
to Mayor Van Wyck, who, Sir Percy said, 
sent him a courtecus reply, The Consul 
General ‘declined to discuss the action of 
the Mayor in refusing to lower the flag 
on the City Hall. uring the meeting, 
however, it was harshly criticised by the 
members. 

The following officers were elected at the 
meeting: Sir Percy Sanderson, President; 
R. H. Turle and E. K. Beddall, Vice Presi- 
dents; John Gault, Treasurer; L. B. San- 
derson and George K. Kirkham, Secretaries. 

Sir Percy Sanderson informed those pres- 
ent of the action taken by the Consulate 
upon the death of the Queen. The follow- 
ing cable had been sent through the Con- 
sulate to the Foreign Office: 

The British community at New York, with my- 
self, desire to express profound sorrow and 
feelings of mort respectful and deep sympathy 
with the King and royal family on the melan- 
choly occasion of the death of the Queen. 

At the collation that was served after 
the meeting Sir Percy Sanderson proposed 
a silent toast for the dead Queen and im- 
mediately after a toast to the King. 


ST. DAVID’S SOCIETY. 


Resolutions on the Death of Queen 
Victoria Adopted. 


St. David's Society Qf New York State, at 
a special meeting held last evening in the 
United Charities Building adopted a resolu- 
tion on the death of the Queen. The reso- 
lution was moved by William Miles, who 
helped to organize the society in 1834, three 
years before the accession of Queen Vic- 
toria, and who has attended every dinner 
of the society since then. It was as fol- 
lows: 

St. David's Society extends its profound sym- 

pathy to the English people in the loss of their 
well-beloved Sovereign, Queen Victoria. To her 
and her predecessors our ancestors owed alle- 
giance. The language now spoken in parts of 
Wales was that our forefathers learned as chil- 
dren and brought with them to this country. 
We realize that the precious heritage of Ameri- 
ean citizenship would not be ours but for the 
contributions of men, principles, laws, and tra- 
ditions from the motherland. We turn to our 
cousins across the sea in their hour of bereave- 
ment and sorrow, and claim the right to grieve 
with them as members of one family. 
_So glorious was the reign of their departed 
Queen, so high her conception and execution of 
her exalted duties, so womanly her love and 
sympathy for her people, so lofty the standards 
she matntained throughout her prolonged and 
unsullied Hfe, that those who cannot mourn for 
her as their Queen must sorrow for her as the 
woman. Under the sway of no ruler of Great 
Britain's mighty empire have its boundaries heen 
more extended or its power more consolidated. 

None of its Sovereigns have evoked more per- 
sonal devotion or greater loyalty. Love of her 
country, love of her people, love of hér family, 
were the controlling forces of her life. As she 
gave so she received in return, deep affection, 
profound respect, fillal obedience from her sub- 
jects and her descendants. Not only all Eng- 
lish speaking people, but. the myriads of the 
dark-skinned races owning her as Empress, real- 
ize that the world has lost its most exalted per- 
sonage, and are united in a common sorrow. 

A copy of the resolution will be sent to 
the British Ambassador at Washington, and 
a cable message will be sent to the United 
States Ambassador in London, asking him 
to express the condolences of St. David's 
Society. 

The President was authorized to co-oper- 
ate with the St. George’s and St. Andrew's 
Societies in arranging for a memorial serv- 
ice, if those societies decided to hold such 
a service. Julien T. Davies, the President 
of the society, presided. 


SUGGESTS A CHURCH PARADE. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In commemoration of the death of 
our beloved Queen I would = suggest 
that a church parade of all British 
subjects in this district be held next 
Sunday afternoon. Perhaps Bishop Potter 


could grant the use of either Trinity or 
Grace Church for a special memorial serv- 
ice.

—the naval reserve from the various vessels 
in port, then past members of the navy, 
army, and volunteer service, English, Scot- 
tish; Welsh, Irish, and Colonials.

Nearly all the flags in the city were at 
half-mast yesterday, except those on the 
City Hall, Grant’s Tomb, and several other 
buildings on which flags are dis- 
played. The Dock’ Department 
Mayor Van Wyck’'s precedent 
masted their flags. 

The following is a stenographic report of 
the statement made by Mayor Van Wyck 
yesterday: . 

“The flag was not ordered to be half- 
masted over the City Hall yesterday in 
following out a precedent established by 
this and a former administration—and, I 
think, administrations. The flag was not 
half-masted when President 
French Republic arfd the Empress of Aus- 
tria were assassinated or when the Czar of 
Russia died, nor when King Humbert was 
murdered, as I understand it. It is corrob- 
orated by a statement in the papers this 
morning that the President had not ordered 
the flag at half-mast on the White House 
when either one of these monarchs died. I 
followed the precedent established here. 
You must bear in mind that people come in 
here all the time about this. When Gen. 
Joubert, the commander of the Boer Army, 
died, almost every personal friend I had 
in New York came here and wanted me to 
fly the flag at half-mast on’ the City Hall. 
Gen. Joubert was a friend of mine. If I 
had followed the dictates of my heart I 
would have done it because England was 
murdering these people and had robbed 
them of their land, and my personal feeling 
was to do it, but I could not. There is a 
precedent established here not to fly the 
flag on the City Hall at half-mast when 
foreign monarchs die, and I simply followed 
the rule in this case, and I think it is a 
very good rule.” 4 

Later Mayor Van Wyck was informed 
thai the flags on the White House and the 
Government Buildings in W ashington had 
been lowered to half-mast. From Mayor 
Van Wyck's office the flag on the Post 
Office Building at half-mast was plainly 
visible yesterday. After being informed of 
the action of President McKinley, Mayor 
Van Wyck said: 

**T am informed that the flags on the 
White House and Government Buildings 
were never before placed at half-mast on 
the death of a foreign ruler. I see that such 
action has been taken on the death of the 
Queen. I suppose the present Government 
is establishing another precedent. I shall 
follow the established precedents in this 
city.” 

‘Then you will not give an order to place 
the flag at half-mast on the City Hall?’ 
was asked. . 

“No, Sir; I will not,’’ replied Mayor Van 
Wyck, with emphasis. 

The Board of Aldermen was in session 
on Tuesday afternoon when the news of 
Queen Vietorla’s death reached the City 
Hall. -Martin Keyes, who has charge of 
the City Hall flags, was ready to lower 
the colors. He started to lower the flags 
on his own responsibility, but because the 
flags were not half-masted on the Post 
Office he decided to wait. After a demand 
was made on Mayor Van Wyck by a citi- 
zen, and his first refusal to lower the flags 
was given, Janitor Keyes received orders 
not to lower the flags. 

Janitor Keyes claims that the Board of 
Aldermen has control over the City Hall 
flags, and a resolution was prepared and 
offered to six Tammany Aldermen for 
presentation. The resolutions expressed the 
sorrow of the Municipal Assembly at learn- 
ing the news of the death of the Queen and 
expressed a wish that the down-trodden of 
Ireland and South Africa would be given 
better treatment under King Edward VII. 
The resolution also called for the haif- 
masting of the flags on municipal build- 
ings for a short period, 

This resolution was shown to Aldermen 
Ledwith, Cronin, and several other Tam- 
many members. They refused to offer the 
resolution after reading the text. 

Janitor Keese said yesterday: 

“My recollection is that the flags on the 
City Hall were not placed at half-mast 
when President Carnot or King Humbert 
was killed. As long as I can recollect the 
flags have never been lowered on account 
of the death of any foreign potentate.’’ 

‘* Did you receive orders not to lower the 
flags when the news of Queen Victoria's 
death reached the City Hall?’ he was asked. 

“T was waiting near the Mayor's office 
for orders this morning. All [ will say is 
that the flags were not placed at half- 
mast. There was trouble years ago over 
the flag matter. All kinds of people were 
busy making flags and wanting them dis- 
played on the City Hall on occasions. The 
ae became a nuisance. Then came the 
trouble over putting the Irish flag on the 
City Hall on St. Patrick’s Day about ten 
years ago. and a law was passed carne 
that no foreign flags should be displaye 
from the flagpoles of public buildings in 
this State. Since then no foreign flags 
have been hauled up. There is an excep- 
tion when some foreign Ambassador or 
other high official is on a visit to this 
country.”’ 

Willis Holly, Secretary of the Park De- 
partment, when asked as to whether the 
flag on Grant’s Tomb would be half-masted 
as a tribute to Queen Victoria, sajd that 
his department would follow the precedent 
set by Mayor Van Wyck. He said that in 
all such demonstrations of sympathy the 
Park Department followed the rule set at 
the headquarters of the municipality and 
obeyed the order of the Mayor or complied 
with any resolution of the Municipal As- 
sembly. 

The one city department which did not 
follow Mayor Van Wyck's precedent was 
the Department of Docks and Ferries. The 
flag on Pier No. 1, North River, in which 
are located the offices of the Dock De- 
partment, was at half-mast all day yester- 
day. It was stated that the Dock Commis- 
sioners had ordered the colors in mourning 
as a tribute to Queen Victoria. The Presi- 
dent of the Dock Board is J. Sergeant 
Cram, and one of the Commissioners is 
Peter F. Meyer, real estate partner of Rich- 
ard Croker.

TO ABANDON RANDALL’S ISLAND 


State Bonrd of Charities Favors Re- 
moval of House of Refuge to 
the Country. 

ALBANY, Jan. 23.—The State Board of 
Charities in a special report to the Legis- 
latyre recommends that the House of 
Refuge on Randall's Island be removed to 
the country, and that the girls’ department 
of the institution be discontinued, the older 
gitis being sent to the new reformatory at 
Bedford and the younger to the New York 
Juvenile Asylum and the New York Cath- 
olic Protectory or like institutions. Also 
that this institution be placed under the 
rules of the State Civil Service Commissfon. 
The board in its report says: 


“One }f the embarrassments of the insti- 
tution exists in the lack of facilities for 
classification. The character of the bulld- 


ings is such that any special classification 
is difficult. This is a serious defect, and 
one which is prominent among the reasons 
for the removal of the institution to the 
country, where a large tract of land can be 
secured, whieh will afford the facilities for 
the construction of buildings adapted to the 
actual needs of the institution. 

«This institution is a private corporation, 
and the State civil service laws have not 
been held to apply to it. but as it is en- 
tirely supported by the State this board be- 
Neves that it should be subject to civil 


service rules.”

to secure employment for them. Many of 
them make a practice of forging references. 


The resulc is that persons who go to these 
agencies to secure servants do not know 
what sort of characters they are taking 


into their houses until they learn from sad 


experience There have been cases where 
men and women have sought employment 
merely for the purpose of getting into a 
house, so that they might rob it. Not in- 
frequently, too, it happens that a man 
finds he has taken into his home a woman 
of the worst moral character. 

“If the references given by the proprie- 


tor of the employment bureau were Iinves- 
tigated these experiences might in many in- 
stances be avoided, but they seldom are in- 
vestigated. The applicant for a servant 
generally does not want to go to the trou- 
ble of hunting up the references given and 
takes the employment bureau proprietor's 
word as to the good character of the serv- 
ant recommended. The conditions as re- 
gards these employment bureaus certainly 
call for legislation.” 


TO PROVIDE A TAX APPEAL. 


Bill to Permit State Board to Pass on 


City Board's Action. 
ALBANY, Jan. 28.—Assemblyman Hatch 
of Steuben County has introduced a bill 
which he claims is to relieve persons in 


New York City from Tammany oppression. 
He says that the Tammany Tax Commis- 
sioners arbitrarily fix tax rates and “ play 
politics by oppressing Republicans and 
favoring Democrats.”

Remsen's admission. He sent for. the 
Brooklyn Assemblyman and expressed his 
views in a straight-out way. ‘ Your bill,” 
he said, ‘‘is calculated to do injury to the 
whole canal system.”’ 

Robert Cummings, who has been engaged 
in work in connection with the revision of 
the State laws, has drawn up a bill which 
is in line with the suggestions of the Gov- 
ernor and Superintendent Partridge for the 
improvement of canal commerce. Mr. 
Remsen was offered the opportunity of in- 
troducing this bill as a substitute for his 
bill, and has agreed, it is said, to do so.

According to the story, young 
Hoffman left home about 6 o'clock in the 
evening to take a walk in Prospect Park 
with his two bulldogs. He returned an 
hour later, bringing with him two friends, 
and together all repaired to the young 
man’s room, where they talked and smoked 
until at 7 o’clock the visitors departed. 

About 8 o'clock a servant went to Hoff- 
man’s room to call him as he had not come 
down to supper. She knocked at the door, 
but receiving no response, entered. She saw 
Hoffman lying on his bed, and becoming 
suspicious, called the coachman, Herman 
Moser. The latter examined the prostrate 
form more closely, and found Hoffman un- 
dressed and lying on his bed. He tried to 
arouse him, and failing in this, at once 
gave an alarm to the family. Drs. Gal- 
legher and Lazarus who live in the neigh- 
borhood were hastily summoned, but pro- 
nounced the young man dead. Beside the 
bed stod a two ounce bottle of carbolic 
acid emptied. 

Capt. Hoffman said that he could not im- 
agine a cause for the suicide, and thought 
that his son must have been temporarily 
insane. Capt. Hoffman became prominent 
last Summer when, during the time the 
church he belonged to was undergoing re- 
pairs, he invited the entire congregation 
out on board one of his steamers to sail 
up the Hudson and to spend the day in 
worship aboard the boat. About six 
months ago the Captain advertised in a 
Brooklyn paper that he would not hold 
himself responsible for any débts contract- 
ed by any of his sons.

MUSKOGEE, Indian Territory, Jan. 23.

HEBREW FREE LOAN ASSOCIATION 


Ninth Annual Meeting Held at the Edu- 
cational Alliance. 


More than 1,000 Hebrews of the east side, 
together with many wealthier persons act- 
ively interested in charitable works, attend- 
ed the ninth annual meeting of the Hebrew 
Gemilath Chassodian, or Free Loan Asso- 


ciation, held last evening at the Educa- 
tional Alliance in East Broadway. The 
Rey. Dr. L. Zinsler, the President, in his 
address reported the present capital of the 
association as $22,560 and the membership 
more than 1,000. During the last year loans 
aggregating $153,450 have been made, show- 
ing that the entire capital has been turned 
over nearly five times. The absolute loss 
has been only about three-quarters of 1

The society was formed on lines laid 
down by the late Baroness de Hirsch, and 
lends money to the worthy poor in sums of 
from $10 to $100 on notes made by them- 
selves and indorsed by a responsible party, 
making no charge for this service. Dr, 
Zinsler announced that hereafter the funds 
of the society will be open to all persons 
producing satisfactory evidence of worthi- 
ness regardless of their race or religue@n.

NAVAL BILL IN THE HOUSE. 


The Democratic Leader Objects to the 
Yearly Increase in the Appro- 
priations. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.~—The House to- 
day, after passing the District of Columbia 
Appropriation bill, considered the Naval 
Appropriation bill in committee of the 
whole. It was agreed that general debate 
should be limited to one hour. Mr. Foss, 
(Rep., Ill.,) Chairman of the Naval Com- 
mittee, who was in charge of the measure, 
explained its salent features. In answer 
to a questiom Mr. Foss said that our navy 
was larger than the German Navy and was 
keeping a little ahead of it. Mr, Grosvenor 
(Rep., Ohfo,) took exception to this remark, 
which he considered unfortunate and capa- 
hle of misconstruction. We were friendly 
with Germany, and there was no reason 
why that country should be singled out for 
the purposes of comparison. 

Mr. Foss disclaimed any idea that we 
were directing our energies toward keeping 
ahead of Germany... He had simply stated 
a fact. He believed in a strong and effi- 
cient navy, not so large as England's, but 
of moderate size, built on conservative 
lines, and capable of upholding the honor 
of the country and the flag. 

Mr. Foss said the controverted question 
as to armor plate had been happily settled 
by the action of the Secretary of the Navy 
in accepting bids for 36,810.tons of armor 
at $420 per ton and $24.32 royalty for Krupp 
and $11.20 per ton for Harvey armor: le 
declared that at that price the United 
States would obtain armor at 25 per cent. 
below the price paid by other countries. ~ 

“Is this the same sort of armor,’ asked 
Mr. Bartlett, (Dem., Ga.,) “which the Na- 
val Committee last year said should be 
purchased for $545 per ton?” 

Mr, Foss explained the controversy last 
year, which Mr. Wheeler (Dem., Ky.,) ex- 
cepted to, intimating that the Chairman of 
the Naval Committee was disingenuous. 
_Mr. Foss insisted that if any credit was 
due for the provision under which the Sec- 
retary had been enabled to procure armor 


at the reduced price it belonged to the 
House conferrees. 
Mr. Richardson, (Dem., Tenn.,) the mi- 


nority leader, called attention to the large 
amount the bill appropriated. 

Does the gentleman desire to go on rec- 
ord as opposed to the poliey of building up 
the navy? "’ asked Mr. Foss, 

“The gentleman can take care of the pol- 
fey,"’ responded Mr. Richardson. ‘I am 
now stating facts. The bill carries an in- 
crease of $12,000,000 in time of profound 
peace. 

‘This bill carries $9,000,000 for carrying 
on work previously authorized,’ interposed 
Mr. Dayton, (Rep., West Va.,) *‘and 8S3,- 
000,000 for rehabilitation of the Naval 
Academy.” 

‘That may be,.”’ answered Mr. Richard- 
son, “but last year the bill carried 515,- 
000,000 more than the bill for the previous 
year, Last vear the size of the bill was 
apologized for. What I desire to emphasize 
is that year by year there come these great. 
increases for the navy. The present bill is 
$20,000,000 larger than the bill of two years 
ago.”’

ASPHALT WAR IN WASHINGTON. 


Gen. Greene Offers Arbitration, it Is 
Said; Mr. Hiscock Refuses—State 
Department to be Neutral. 

Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Ex-Senator His- 
cock’s vigorous presentation of the War- 
ner-Quinlan side of the asphalt trouble 
brought the representatives of the Asphait 
Trust into the field again to-day. Mr. His- 
cock went down to the Capitol and saw a 
number of Senators. The trust has had the 
backing of a number of the most powerful 


men in the Senate, but after Mr. Hiscock’s 
visit it was reported that the Warner- 
Quinlan side of the case was getting more 
of a hearing. The upshot of it is that, ac- 
cording to reports generally accepted, Gen. 
Francis V. Greene has made a _ proposal 
that the questions at issue between the two 
companies be arbitrated and that Mr. His- 
cock has declined the proposal. The War- 
ner-Quinlan people, it is stated, will accept 
nothing but a judicial decision of the whole 
question and are determined to force the 
trust to accept this solution. : 

Ex-Senator Hiscock and Gen. Greene ap- 
peared to-day before Solicitor Penfield of 
the State Department. The two indulged 
in a colloquy characterized by some warmt 
of expression, the outcome of which was a 
disclosure of the purpose of the Warner- 
Quinlan people to reject any offers of. com- 
promise and to go on working their conces- 
sion in defiance of even forcible measures 
on the part of the opposition. 

The State Department has decided 
maintain an attitude of exact neutrality 
as between the claims of the two asphalt 
companies in Venezuela. Accordingly Mr. 
Loomis has been instructed not to adopt 
any threatening tone in his representations 
to the Venezuelan Government on this sub- 
ject; not to indicate a purpose to employ 
military or naval force in the interests of 
either party to the controversy, but simply 
to ask ih thé ‘usual diplomatic manner that 
the parties be allowed to settle their quar- 
rels before the judicial tribunals of Vene- 
zuela. He will protest, by direction of the 
State Department, against any abridgment 
by the Venezuelan Executive of the rights 
of these American claimants, but this pro- 
test simply will be for the purpose of 
basing future reclamations.

Reform Club Issues a Statement 
Making Grave Charges. 











THE POST QFFICE ATTACKED 





Claim that the Department Is Preferring 
Slow Steamships to Faster Ones for 
Transatlantic Mails. 





An article on the subject of ship subsl- 
dies, and in opposition to the bill relating 
thereto that is now before Congress, has 
been issued: by the Committee on Tariff 
Reform of the Reform Club. It is claimed 
by the committee that ‘the article dis- 
closes an interesting state of affairs in 
connection with the transmission of our 
foreign mails, and shows the absurdity of 
subsidizing our relatively slow steamships 
for carnying mail, which our business men 
properly insist shall be carried by the fast- 
est ships available.”’ 

That the proposed bill will not help the 
foreign mail service of this country is evi- 
dent, it as claimed, from the fact that 
“the bill is so drafted as to discourage the 
building of really fast steamers by Ameri- 
ean shipyards.”’ It is stated that the boats 
of the International Navigation Company, 
(American Line,) while they were the fast- 
est.ten yeurs ago, when the Government 
madé a contract with the company to car- 
ry mails, ure soon to be reckoned among 
what are known as slow liners, 

Regarding the claim that the proposed 
bill * will even doubie this enormous sub- 
sidy for len years to come,” (referring to 


the money received by the International 
Navigation Company tor the transporta- 


tion of mails,) this’statement is made: 
Indeed a scandal has already risen in this con- 
nectfon. At Page 13 of the report of the Super- 
intendeng of Foreign Mails, dated October 25 
1900, appears the following: ‘' The rules under 
which the malis for transatlantic destinations 
were for many years assigned to the fastest ves- 
sels available for their conveyance, that is to 
say. in the case of two steafners leaving New 
York for Great Britain at or about the santé 
time, the mails were assigned to the steamer 
which, according to the record of its three voy- 
ages just preceding the assignment, delivered 
the mails in the shortest time in London--has 
not been rigidly adhered to during the year just 
closed, preterence having been given to vessels 
flying the fiag of the United States."’ It is not 
here specificatly stated what American vegsels 
were thus favored, but on the next page is given 
a schedule of al! ships whose records were kept

How grave is the favoritism thus shown the 
Internationg! can be best appreciated by an in- 
stance: 

According to Bullinger’s Guide, the steamers 
advertised to convey the United States mails 
from New York to the United Kingdom and the 
Continent on Nov. 7, 19800, were the St. Paul, 
scheduled to leave at 10 A. M., and the Teu- 
tonic, scheduled to sail at noon. 


On the voyage from Southampton to New York 
the St. Paul of the International Navigation 
Company (American Line) met with an accident 
to one of her propellers, on aecount of which she 
only reached New York on Nov. 4, and, after the 
extent of the damage had been ascertained, she 
was withdrawn from the service, to be laid up 
for several months on account of repairs. Upon 
the withdrawal of the St. Paul of the American 
Line it was naturally understood that the mails 
to be dispatched on Nov. 7 would be sent by fhe 
Teutonic of the White Star Line. On Thursday, 


Nov. & it was, however, ascertained to be the 
fact that the mails on Wednesday, Nov. 7, were 
not dispatched by the Teutonic of the White 
Star Line, but were sent instead by the .Inter- 
national’s slow steamer Friesland — normally 
some two or three days slower than the Teu- 
tonic, and tn fact, arriving this time about a 


week later. 

As to non-contract mails, it is stated that 
United States vessels are paid $1.60 per 
pound for letters and 5 cents per pound for 
other articles, while vessels of foreign reg- 
istry receive about 44 cents per pound for 
letters and about 4\%, cents per pound for 
other matter, “‘so that every time a Post 
Office official employs an International 
steamer to carry mails, which might be 
carried more promptly by a foreign steam- 
er, he not merely delays the mail, but, in 
effect, steals for the International's pocket 
the greater part (nearly three-fourths in 
the case of letters) of the total amount 
whith the Government is charged therefor.” 
The article closes as follows: 

Moreover, the Government has lately been 
forced, notwithstanding its predilections, to hire 
carried by the foreign lines mentioned, the great- 


er part of its foreign mails, From Mr. Chamber- 
lain’s report, treating, as It does, only of the 
amount of compensation paid, it might be sup- 
posed that this was merely incidental, Upon 
looking, however, at the figures for the _trans- 
ullantic service at New York, given at Page 6 
of the Superintendent's report, we find that, 
though the International recelved two-thirds of 


all amounts paid for transmission of mails from 

New York, in fact it carried only about one-fifth 

of the letters and one-third of the other mail. 
So far as concerns relative economy of service, 


leaving time entirely out of the question—the 
figures of its compensation in connection with 
New York mails, and the amount of service it

THEY PAINTED HIM BLACK.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—Mr. Rawlins, 


(Dem., Utah,) who had endeavored vainly 
to discuss the Senatorial situation in Utah 
under a question of personal privilege at 
the opening of the Senate, was recognized, 
and within the latitude afforded by the 
Senate rules, read some articles from Salt 
Lake and Washington newspapers dealing 
with the Senatorial situation, and discussed 
them. The article in the Salt Lake news- 
paper, Republican in political affiliation, 
was in effect that a deal had been entered 
into between certain Republicans and the 
Mormon Church to bring abuut the election 
of Thomas Kearns.

Mr. Hale insisted that there would be no

No such question ever had been 
brought to the Senate’s attention before, 
and he hoped none such ever would be

Mr. Rawlins said he had directed atten- 
tion to the matter because he wanted the 
Legislature of Utah and the people of Utah 
to Know they were on trial before the 
American people.

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SUBWAY FOREMAN ASSAULTED. 


Mark Salisbury Holds Union Iron Work- 
ers Responsible for His Injuries. 


Mark Salisbury, a foreman for the tun- 
nel sub-contracting firm of Holbrook, Ca- 
bot & Daly, was assaulted Tuesday. He 
asserts that his assailants were union iron- 
workers who have a grievance against the 
firm over the employment of workmen. 
Salisbury was walking on Fourth Avenue 
near one of the subway pits when he was 


suddenly set upon by four men. The four 
men then ran away, leaving Salisbury 
bruised and bleeding on the sidewalk. His 
eyes were blackened and a part of his nose 
was missing. 

The assault is the third upon Holbrook, 
Cabot & Daly’s men since they began the 
ironwork on their section two months ago. 
The trouble, according to the statement 
yesterday of H. B. Seaman, engineer in 
charge for Holbrook, Cabot & Daly, was 
started by Walking Delegate Parks of the 
Bridgemakers’ Union. Mr. Seaman said 
yesterday that Parks came to the firm and 
requested that they put members of his 
union at work to the exclusion of all others. 

Holbrook, Cabot & Daly refused to give 
him a definite answer, but went ahead and 
employed a gang comprising one-half union 
men and one-half non-union. When Parks 
learned of this, Mr. Seaman said, he went 
to the firm and said to them that they had 
promised to employ none but union men 
and pay union wages. 

‘We did nothing of the kind,” Mr. Sea- 
man said, *‘ and resented such interference 
from the Bridgemakers’ Union, inasmuch 
as we were and are paying the prevailing 
rate of wages. But when the union assumes 
to say whom we-shall hire and whom we 
shall not hire, that is going too far. Parks 
threatened me, and then called off his 
men, saying he would make trouble.” 

The Degnon-McLean Company, whose 
section adjoins Holbrook, Cabot & Daly’s 
on the south, have had similar trouble late- 
ly. About ten days ago their foreman, 
Moran, was attacked near his home, in 
Little West Twelfth Street, and left uncon- 
scious on the street. He is slowly recover- 
ing from his injuries. 


DOELGER’S “ BURGLARS ” GO FREE. 


Miller and Brown Discharged, as the 
Brewer's Son Failed to Appear. 





William Miller and William Brown, who 
were arrested Tuesday night in the office 
of the Doelger & Sons Brewery, at 234 
Kast Fifty-fourth Street, were arraigned 
yesterday in the Yorkville Police Court 
and discharged because Peter Doelger, Jr., 
who made the complaint, failed to appear 
against them. 

Doelger had told the police that the men 
were burglars he had discovered robbing 
ihe brewery. Miller, who is employed as 
a clerk in the Clearing House, said that 
his arrest on Doelger’s charge was due to 
a bad dream? 

*‘Doelger is an old friend of mine,” he 
seid, “and I met him last night on Third 
Avenue with Brown.

‘He lit the gas, and we sat there for a 
while drinking. I noticed that Doelger was

Woman Pulled from the River Says a 
Man Robbed Her and Threw Her In. 


Jesse Matchen, a night watchman in the 
lumber yard at the foot of Eighth Street, 
on the East River, was sitting in his shanty 
with his dog ‘**‘ Mac’”’ about 1 o’clock yes- 
terday morning when he heard a woman's 
scream which seemed to come from the 
direction the river.

CRAZED COOK RUNS AMUCK. 


He Assaults a Schooner’s Crew and 
Fires Six Bullets Into His Head. 


With six bullet holes in his head, A. H. 
Reponali, the West Indian cook of the 
schooner Martha §S. Bement, lies at the 
point of death in the Hudson Street Hos- 
pital. The cause of all the wounds was an 
attempt to end his life yesterday morning 
on board his ship, which was bound in from 
Brunswick, laden with lumber. About 9 
o'clock, while the crew was putting the ves- 
sel in shipshape, the cook suddenly went 
insane and dashing among them began to 
assault them. 

The crew seized capstan bars and suc- 
ceeded in chasing the lunatic into the gal- 
ley and finally into a berth, where he bar- 
ricaded himself and. dared them to attack 
him. Being unable to capture him, and not 
knowing what he would do next, Mate 
Jackson reversed the schooner’s ensign as a 
signal of distress. The revenue cutter Hud- 
son answered the appeal. 

When the Hudson reached the side of the 
schooner the crazed cook, as soon as he saw 
her, opened fire on the officers and crew. 
Pilot Bradley then decided that it was a 
case for the police rather than for the Cus- 
tome Service, and put about and steamed 
back to Pier A, where he notified the har- 
bor police of the trouble. Sergt. Jesser with 
a detail of extra men went to the schooner, 
where, after a desperate struggle, Reponali 
was finally overpowered, but not until he 
had fired six shots into his head. 

At the hospital it was said last night that 
Reponali was still living, but that he would 
probably die before morning. Reponali lived 
in Brooklyn, and according to his Captain 
was an exemplary hand. 





ELECTRIC REDUCTION OF ORES. 


New Process Under Consideration by 
Guggenheim’s Manager. 





Special to The New York Times. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Jan. 23.—Charles E. 
Finney, manager of M. Guggenheim’s Sons 
of New York, the smelters; Charles S. 
Gleed of Topeka, a Director of the Santa 
Fé Railroad, and Lucien VY. Blake, head 
of the electrical department of the Uni- 
versity of Kansas, met at the Hotel Balti- 
more to-day to discuss a proposition that 
may produce most important results to 
smelters and owners of mines of precious 
metals. 

Prof. Blake has been experimenting for 
some time in his laboratory on an elec- 
trical proeess by which metal may be ob- 
tained from ore cheaper than by any proc- 
ess now in use. The purpose of the method 
was particularly to get a cheap process for 
separating the metal from a low grade of 
ore, and in this way increasing the value 
of low-grade ore. If the proposition dis- 
cussed to-day is carried out the test will 
be made in a Denver mill to be furnished 
by Mr. Gleed, while Mr. Finney. supplies 
the ore. 

The laboratory tests already made have 
gone far enough to show the possibility, if 
not the probability, of the use of electricity 
in the separation of metals from their ores. 
This method, if it proves successful, will be 
much cheaper than the methods now in use 
in smelters. 


Verdict of $12,000 Against a Road. 

Miss Florence Freestone, twenty years 
old, of 2,410 Pacific Street, Brooklyn, yes- 
terday obtained a verdict of $12,000 in the 
Supreme Court, that borough, in a suit 
brought by her against the Third Avenue 
Railroad Company of Manhattan to recover 
$35,000 for personal injuries. Miss Free- 
stone was run down by a car of the defend- 
ant company in March last on the Bowery 
and her left leg was injured so that she 
lost the use of the member. A motion for a 
new trial in the case was denied by Justice 
Gaynor. 





Against Railway Ticket Manipulators. 

CHICAGO, Jan. 23.—A National Protect- 
ive Burcau is to be formed by the railroads 
of the United States with the object of 


quickly detecting manipulations of tickets 
and securing evidence for the punishment 
of those guilty of forging them. A meet- 
ing of the Chairmen of the seven traffic 
organizations of the country has been called 
for Feb. 6 in Chicago to formulate some 
definite plan for a detective bureau and to 
arrange for putting the same in operation. 
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He Explains Why He Chose the Name 
The Commoner—To Represent 
the Common People. 
LINCOLN, Neb., Jan. 23.—The first num- 


ber of The Cemmoner, the weekly paper 


published by William J. Bryan, was issued 
this afternoon. It is a neat-appearing 
sheet, typographically. The following is 
the salutatory: 

‘Webster defines a commoner as ‘one of 
the common people.’ The name has been 
selected for this paper because ‘The Com- 
moner will endeavor to aid the common 
people in the protection of their vights, the 
advancement of their interests, and the re- 
alization of their aspirations. 

‘It is not necessary to apologize for the 
use of a term which distinguishes the great 
body of the population from the ccmpara- 
tively few, who, for one reason or an- 
other, withdraw themselves from sympa- 
thetic connection with their fellows. Among 
the Greeks ‘Hoi polloi’ was used to de- 
scribe the many, while among the Romans 
the word ‘plebs’ was cmployed for the 
same purpose. These appellations, like 
‘the common people,’ have been assumed 
with pride by those to whom they were ap- 
plied, while they have been used as terms 
of reproach by’ these who counted them- 
sclves among the _ aristocratic classes. 
Within recent years there has been a grow- 
ing tendenev in some quarters to denouncé 
as demagogic ary reference to, or praise 
of, the common people. 

‘‘One editor in a late issue of his paper 
takes exception to the phrase, and says: 

‘This expression is an ill-chosen one and should 
have no lodgment in the vocabulary of an Amer- 
ican patriot and statesman. If we sought its 
origin, we would look for it in that specious 
demagogy which has evolved the professional 
politician, arrayed country against town—the 
farmer and his sons and daughters against the 
business and professional men and their sons 
and daughters—capital against labor, and bullt 
up against neighbors the impregnable barriers 
of prejudice and hate. E 

“This quotation is reproduced because it 
fairly represents the views of those who 
criticise the expression. It has, however, 
an eminently respectable origin. In the 
same chapter in which Christ condensed 
man's duty to His fellows into the com- 
mandment. ‘Thou shalt love thy neighbor 
as thyself:’ in the same chapter in which 
He denounced those who devour widows 
houses and for a pretense make long pray- 
ers—in this same chapter it is said of Him: 
‘The common people heard Him gladly. 
No higher compliment was ever paid to 
any class. 

‘The term, the common people, is prop- 
erly used to describe the large majority of 
the people—those who earn their living and 
give to society a fair return for the benefits 
bestowed by soclety—those who in their 
daily lives recognize the ties which bind to- 
gether the mass of the people who have a 
common lot and a common hope. Sometimes 
they are called ‘the middle classes,’ be- 
cause paupers and criminals are excluded 
on the one hand, while on the other hand 
some exclude themselves because of wealth 
or position or pride of birth. The common 
people form the industrious, intelligent, and 
patriotic element of our population; they 
produce the Nation’s wealth in time of 
peace and fight the Nation’s battles in time 
of war. They are self-reliant and independ- 
ent; they ask of the Government nothing 
but justice, and will not be satisfied with 
less. They are not seeking to get their 
hands into other people’s pockets, but are 
content if they can keep other people’s 
hands out of their pockets. 

‘The coramon people do not constitute an 
exclusive society~-they are not of the four 
hundred; any one can become a member 
if he is willing to contribute by brain or 
muscle to the Nation's strength and great- 
ness. Only those are barred—and they are 
barred by their own choice—who imagine 
themselves made of a superior kind of clay 
and who deny the equality of all before 
the law. 

“A rich man, who has honestly acquired 
his wealth and who is not afraid to intrust 
its care to laws made by his fellows, can 
count himself among the common people, 
while a poor man is not really not one of 
them if he fawns before a plutocrat and has 
no higher ambition than to be a courtier or 
a sveophant. 

“The Commoner will be satisfied if, by 
fidelitv to the common people, it proves 
its right to the name which it has chosen.” 
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19-YEAR-OLD BOY A SUICIDE. 


Burmeister Announced that a_ Girl 
Friend Alsc Agreed to Die, but 
This Proved False. 


Just why Harry Burmeister, a nineteen- 
year-old lad, should tire of life practically 
at the beginning of it, is a puzzle to all 
who knew him, but he evidently did, for he 
ended 4t some time during Tuesday night 
by hanging himself to a rafter in the shop 
of his employers, Wirth & Fyfe, gilders, at 
4 East Thirty-first Street, where he Was 
learning the trade. A strange part of the 
tragedy is that on Tuesday afternoon he 
mentioned to his incredulous shopmates 
that he would be dead before morning, and 
that he had agreed with Katie Strauss, a 


fifteen-year-old schoolgirl, of 537 East 
Bighty-second Street, to commit suicide. 
Those who knew the lad paid not the 


slightest attention to these remarks at the 
time, always having known him to be of 
the brightest and most cheerful disposition. 

Young Burmetster carried the keys to the 
shop, and it was his duty to lock up the 
place at night and open it in the morning. 
The other employes remembered having 
left him there Tuesday night when they 
went home. When they reached the bulld- 
ing yesterday morning they could not get 
in, and had to wait until one of the mem- 
bers of the firm arrived. Burmeister was 
found hanging by a rope to one of the 
rafters. On a card in his pocket was found 
the following, written to his father: 

**Doen't consider my action an unjust one. 
Good-bye forever, father. This is my last 
night. Harry.’’ 

The Burmeister boy lived with his father 
and grandmother at 535 East Highty-second 
Street, Neither can account for the suicide, 
They waited up for him nearly all Tues- 
day night, as it was the first time he had 
ever remained away from home. 

At the home of the Strausses it was said 
that the idea of Katie and the lad agree- 
ing to commit suicide was absurd. Katle 
herself said that she had only met Bur- 
meister twice, and that he had never men- 
tioned suicide to her. 


PRESSED STEEL CAR COMPANY. 


Directors Declare a Quarterly Dividend 
of 134 Per Cent. on Preferred Stock. 


There were. a number of meetings in 
Jersey City and at 71 Broadway yester- 
day of the stockholders and Directors of 
the Pressed Steel Car Company, and great 
efforts were made to shroud the proceed- 
ings with mystery, or to at least issue only 
such statements as suited the officers, 
who refused in any instance to explain 
the statemehts they gave out. 

At the stockholders’ meeting in Jersey 
City there were many complaints when it 
was anncunced that no financial statement 
of the company’s affairs was to be issued. 


Mr. Hoffstot, the Chairman of the meeting, 
said considerable about the qoenepenisy ot 
the New Jersey laws, and finally prom- 
ised the stockholders that there would he 
a financial statement ready for them at 
the next annual meeting a year hence. 

If there was anything done concerning 
the alleged issue cf $5,000,000 of bonds, Mr. 
Hoffstot refused to make it public. The 
official declaration was made to the stock- 
holders, however, that the Directors had 
the power to mortgage the property of the 
company without the stockholders’ con- 
sent. The earnings for 1900 show a de- 
crease over the figures of the preceding 
year of more than $200,000. 

The Directors met late in the afternoon 
and when the meeting was over hurriedly 
dispersed. To the reporters the following 
statement was given: 

A quarterly dividend of 1% per cent. on:the 
preferred stock and 1 per cent. on the common 
stock was declared. The report of President 
Schoen, stating that the commen? sold $22,540, - 
115.63 of equipment during 1900, making a net 
profit of $2,075,180.99, was read, and his report 
and that of the Treasurer were ordered to be 
printed and mailed to the stockholders of record 
as soon as verified by the Audit Company of New 
York, who now have the examination of the com- 
pany's accounts in hand.

Corruption in New York, He Says, Is 
Bound to Affect the State at Large 
—Job Hedges on Statesmen. 





Three hundred or more members and 
guests of the Manufacturers’ Association 
of New York assembled last night at the 
eighth annual banquet, which was given at 
the Union League Club in Brooklyn. 

Senator Mark Hanna was down on the 
programme as the first speaker of the even- 
ing to respond to the toast, ‘* The Ameri- 
can Merchant Marine,’ but did not appear. 
Ludwig Nissen, President of the associa- 
tion, said that he was absent because his 
speech on the merchant marine would be of 
more use in Washington in connection with 
the Subsidy bill than in Brooklyn, and 
read the following telegram from Mr. 
Hanna: 

The situation here makes {t_ utterly impossible 
for me to leave this week. Am very sorry to 
miss your banquet, but cannot prevent it now. 

Ex-Goy. Frank S, Black, who was the 
first speaker, in responding to the toast, 
‘**New York State, Its Past, Present, and 
Future,” said that, in spite of the great 
prosperity of the State, it had many evils 
which must be overcome. 

“These evils are confined mainly to the 
city,’ he said. ‘It is only a part of the 
State, but it is so large a part that a 
healthy State with a corrupted city is as 
impossible as a healthy body with a 
poisoned stomach, 

“The recent revelations in the City of 
New York indicate a condition of moral 
atmosphere which cannot continue if the 
public is to retain its health, It indicates 
the saddest of all forms of slavery, that 
which involves personal degradation. Self- 
respect cannot exist where such a condition 
prevails.’ 

In concluding, Mr. Black spoke of 
death of Queen Victoria, 

“ The rivalries of the two great English- 
speaking nations,"’ he said, ‘* could have no 
higher aim than to foster those qualities 
of sobriety, toleration, and virtue as exem- 
plified by that gracious sovereign whose 
long reign has enhanced their common 
| glory and whose serene departure has in- 


the 





voked their common sympathy.” 

Ludwig Nissen in his speech referred to 
corruption in large cities, 

“There is one stain,” 
we have been unable to 
stain is the abominable character of the 
governments of our large municipalities. 
Practically every large city of this coun- 
try is or has a little hell of its own from 
which to supply itself with the most devil- 
ish elernents for the purpose of carrying on 
its home government. 

“The blame for this Hes with the busi- 
ness men, who are so blind to the affairs of 
the community that they stick to their own 
little private affairs like leeches, while 
they allow the scum of society to attend 
for them to the affairs of the Government.” 

Job Hedges, who made the last speech, 
said that he differed with ex-Speaker 
Reed's definition of a statesman as a poli- 
ticlan who had been dead for six months,

and added smilingly that in his opinion 
people in general were divided into two 
classes—statesmen who knew just what

MRS. NATION AT WORK AGAIN. 


Destroys a Saloon at Enterprise— 
State W. C. T. U. Not in Sympathy 
with Her Procedure. 


ENTERPRISE, Kan., Jan, 23.—Mrs. Car- 
rie Nation began her crusade here to-day, 
demolishing a saloon and delivering a 
street lecture. She arrived on an early 
morning train from Wichita and went at 
once to the home of C. B. Hoffman, a 
well-known Populist leader. A temperance 
meeting was held at the house at 2 o'clock, 
attended by a dozen or more women. After 
perfecting her plans, Mrs. Nation secured 
a hatchet and started for the business part 
of the town, accompanied by Mrs. Hoffman, 
Mrs. L. A. Case, a leading Women’s Chris- 


tian Temperance Union worker, and an- 
other woman, who was veiled. The two sa- 
loonkeepers had locked their places and 


were in hiding. 

Mrs. Nation went to Schilling’s place and 
attacked the glass doors. She smashed 
the glass out of the frames and stepped into 
the deserted place, leaving the others out- 
side. She smashed the big mirror, chopped 
gashes in the bar, and broke all the glasses 
and bottles on the shelves. Then she went 
to the refrigerator and commenced bringing 
out cases of beer. She handled them easily, 
and, lifting them high into the air, dropped 
them on the floor, cracking each bottle left 
solid after the fall. The floor was soon 
covered with a mixture of drinkables. She 
kept up the work until Marshal W. R. 
Benham finally entered and, taking her by 
the sleeve, told he she must get out. 

‘What are you,”’ she demanded, *‘ but a 
murderer and a perjurer in protecting this 
unholy traffic? Either let me alone or take 
off your star.’’ But she followed him out, 


and, calling her companions, proceeded ta 


a blistering arraignment 
in the presence of the crowd. She then 
started for the other saloon, but it was 
well barricaded and offered no plate-glass 
for her to attack. 

The Marshal refused to allow her to chop 
down the doors and she finally went home. 
She said she had only begun her work, and 
expects to clean out many more places. It 
is reported that she will move on Abilene 
to-morrow and the Abilene saloonkeepers 
are preparing for her coming.

‘first prizes, four in white Plymouth Rocks; 
George W. Mitchell of Bristol, Conn., won 
Mearly everything in the partridge ochins, 
while the seventeen special prizes offered 
for canaries by the Ornithological Society 
were about equally divided between James 
MeCartney, W. W. Hill, Dr. F. P. Howser, 
Jules Ferond, John Vogel, Albert Couzen, 
and M. McEnearny. 

Two of the most : 
plays occupy a wide section of the centre 
of the floor. They include about twenty- 
five rare varieties of pheasants, shown by 
Homer Davenport, the artist and cartoonist, 
and some rare swans and ducks exhibited 
by G. D. Tilley of Darien, Conn. Old- 
timers at the Poultry Show say that this 
collection of pheasants is the finest ever 
shown. Mr. Davenport won a special prize 
for his display :ast year, but he has in- 
creased his varieties this season. <A wild 
Java peacock, with hen, is among the 
new ones. The peacock is one of the hand- 
somest birds in the show. Its plumage is 
brilliantly rich, and its magnificent tail, 
with perfectly colored feathers, is nearly 
four long. An unusually large cage 1s 
needed to show this native of Java jungles 
to advantage, and a beautiful crown of 
tufted feathers adorns its proud head 

In length of tail, there is only one pheas- 
ant that can rival the Java peacock. That 
is a Reeves pheasant, whose mottled tail 
of yellow, brown, and white feathers is 
fully one vard long. Some of these pheas- 
ants possess nearly all the colors of the 
rainbow in their plumage. One of the 
richest is a Himalayan bird, whose neck 
is the color ef golden bronze and sparkles 
like the changing colors of a chameleon 
with every turn of its graceful head. 

Mr. Tilley shows four swans, two of them 
black Australian swans, the first that have 
been seen in a poultry show for ten years. 
The last ones exhibited were purchased by 
the late Judge Hilton and taken to his 
country place in Saratoga.: There are also 
two pure white swans, one being from 
Egypt. His collection.of wood and man- 
darin ducks is the prettiest exhibit of gaud- 
ily plumaged ducks in the show. 

In the turkey classes there are some tre- 
mendous gobblers, but most conspicuous 
umong them Is a cage of five Holland white 
turkeys. They are rarely seen in this coun- 
try, and the blue ribbon emblem of first 
prize now adorns their cage. These white 
turkeys’ are owned by A. J. Kreutter of 
Fayette, N. Y 

The Garden is handsomely decorated with 
flags and bunting, and the birds are conve- 
niently arranged for inspection. Unlike 
other shows, there is no band, for the con- 
stant din of cackling and crowing made by 
the fowls wolld put a good-sized orchestra 
out of tune every three minutes.

for the Keel Will Be 


Cast To-day. 


BOSTON, Jan. 23.—The of the 
bronze shell of the Lawson yacht has been 
forwarded to thé Braintree foundry, 
ond to-morrow the shell which will hold 
the bulb keel will cast. The pat- 
terns for the stem and stern pieces are not 
yet completed at Lawley’s, but will be sent 
to East Braintree as made. 

Work was begun to-day on a hollow gaff 
for the boat. It is being made from a stick 
of Oregon pine about eighty-five feet long, 
but when completed wiil be a little more 
than ten feet shorter. It is now being 
shaped to a rough resemblance of its fin- 
ished condition and will be split and hol- 
lowed after the same method as obtains in 
the case of the boom. The stick for the 
mast was hauled up into the west shop at 
high tide to-day and was left on the floor 
to dry. 

At the tip it is thirty inches in diameter. 
Jn the rough it cost about S600. The work- 
men were busy to-day on the floor-plate, 
which is to be used to hold the frames 
amidships together when each pair is set 
up. It is first punched for the rivets. and 
then dished, and siots cut, into which the 
Tlanges of the bulbed steel angles will rit. 
No drames are bent, as the scrive board 
is still at Lawley’s. The board is twenty- 
eight feet long and twenty-five feet wide, 
in three sections, and will be transported 
in a padded van.

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Local Club Wins the Mitchell Cham- 
pionship Medal for the Second Time.

Curlers practically took 
Van Cortlandt Park Lake 
witness the competition of one of their 
important contests. This was the 
championship Mitchell Gold Medal match, 
which is emblematic of the club champion- 
ship of the Grand National Curling Club of 
America. The medal, which is the finest 
prize in the entire series of curling trophies 
played for in America, was presented to 
the National curling ‘body in 1884 by the 
late Senator Mitchell of Wisconsin, who, 
in his day, was one of the most devoted 
admirers the famous Scotch Winter 
sport, 

The medal has been played for fourteen 
times, occasionally skipping a year on ac- 
count of the weather or other causes lead- 
ing to forced postponements. This was the 
cuse last year, when it was not played for, 
but in 1899, the date of its last previous 
competition, the trophy was won by the 
rink of the Van Cortlandt Club. It was 
that club’s first victory, and yesterday it 
had the honor of capturing the coveted 
prize again. 

Four clubs entered for the contest, each 
playing two rinks. Van Cortlandt, Yon- 
kers, Manhattan, and St. Andrew’s were 
the rivals. The Van Cortlandt and Yon- 
kers factions met in the first contest, and 
the former had almost a walk-over, rolling 
up the high score of 42 points to 17. Pratt 
and George Frazier were the skips for the 
Van Cortiandt rinks, and their skillful 
swing of the curling stones contributed in a 
marked degree to the second championship 
victory of their club, Frazier is one of the 
most noted curlers in America, and he is 
one of the oldest players who still keeps 
active in the game. He is about sixty- 
eight years old, and has won prizes in- 
numerable, yet his swing is as strong and 
accurate as it was in his more youthful 
days. 

The winners only played three men on a 
rink instead of four, one of the men in 
that cuse being compelled to play two sets 
of stones. In the final match Van Cort- 
iandt beat the Manhattans by 36 to 27, 
President Pratt's team scored an easy vic- 
tory over D. G. Morrison's team, but to 
the surprise of the experts Frazier’s team 
was beaten by two points by David Ballan- 
tyne’s rink, but the advantage was not suf- 
ficient to gain a victory.

Reports of the Killings Made in the 
Province of Ontario.

first time in five years and is now closed 
for three years. 

The official returns 
issued, but the officials 
company, which reaches all the principal 
hunting grounds in the province, have 
given out figures based upon data in their 
possession which are probably very close 
to the actual totals. The returns to date 
show that 88 licenses were issued to_non- 
residents and 4,200 to residents of the Prov-

The hunters during the 1900 season have 
not been quite as successful as those that 
went up into these districts in previous 
years, which was accounted for by reason 
of the bad weather that was experienced 
during the last open season and does not 
mean that there is a diminution of deer, 
as they are increasing in numbers each 
successive year, owing to the very stringent 
regulations which the Government enforces. 


BAXTER BARRED BY PENN. 


University Faculty Committee Refused 


to Legislate Against Tewksbury. 
Special to The New York Times. 

PHILADELPHIA, Penn., Jan. 23.—When 
the fact was made known that the Fac- 
ulty Committee of the University of Penn- 
Sylvania had taken final action in the 
case of Baxter and Tewksbury, the crack 
track men, there was considerable sur- 
prise among both graduates and under- 
graduates of that institution. 

The students as a whole were glad that 
some detinite news was finally announced, 
as there has been considerable dissatisfac- 
tion with the mystery with which all the 


transactions of the Faculty Committee are 
surrounded. It was also a matter of grave 
surprise that the Board of Directors should 
recommend that both candidates be de- 
barred by the committee, and that the 
committee should refuse to act against 
them. The Faculty Committee, it is un- 
derstood from good source, decided the 
matter on technical grounds, and refused 
to declare Tewksbury ineligible, while Bax- 
ter, who broke the technical rules, was de- 


barred. 

Baxter is ineligible technically, and his 
case closed. Tewksbury is technically eli- 
gible, but opposed by many on the ground 
of having before been a year out of col- 
lege. The action of the Board of Directors 
points to graver reasons. It is known that 
only four men of the whole board voted in 
favor of Tewksbury and Baxter, and that 
every undergraduate member voted against 
them. It is also known that the Faculty 
Committee refused to consider any but 
technical grounds in their sittings, and that 
their action is seriously condemned by 
Inany undergraduates and alumni. It is 
also perfectly well known that many stu- 
dents, graduates, professors, and promi- 
nent officers of the university are decided- 
ly opposed to Tewksbury representing the 
university.

COLUMBIA RUNNERS WON 
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They Gained a Signal Victory in 
47th Regiment Relay Race. 


ATHLETES IN JOINT GAMES 


Amateurs from Many Clubs Engaged in 
Interesting Open Contests in 
Brooklyn Armory. 


With twelve teams ready when the call 
for the start was made, the one-mile relay 
race, the last event of importance on the 
programme, was decidedly the feature of 
the joint games held last night in the For- 
ty-seventh Regiment’s armory, Marcy Av- 
enue and Lynch Street, Brooklyn, by the 
Forty-seventh Regiment’s Athletic Union 
and the Brooklyn Athletic Club. The race 
fully justified the expectation of the crowd 
in attendance, for it made as pretty a spec- 
tacle as the most enthusiastic athlete could 
have desired, and the spectators were tu- 
multuously demonstrative when the Colum- 
bia representative, in the second relay, 
sprinted to the front, and, slipping away 
from the field, gained an advantage of 
about fifteen yards. This the men who re- 
lieved him increased steadily, the blue and 
white reaching the tape for the finish a 
full quarter of a lap, on the 220-yard track, 
in front of the nearest competitor. 

The games drew a remarkably large and 
excellent entry list, the open events having 
in them picked men from every prominent 
athletic organization in the vicinity of New 
York. The attendance, too, was something 
remarkable, considering that the Forty- 
seventh Regiment’s Armory is in one of the 
most inaccessible parts of Brooklyn. The 
galleries were crowded and the seating ac- 
commodations of the Marge building were 
taxed to the limit when the first event 
the programme was called. The officials 
for the athletic events were: Referee—Col. J.

There were a number. of 
agement, the responsibility 
one seemed able to fix, and there were 
numerous delays in carrying out the pro- 
gramme, but in spite of all this, the ath- 
letic exhibition was a singularly good one, 
and there were no complaints from the 
spectators. All the track events were de- 
cided on a course, eight laps to a mile, on 
the floor of the big drill room, with turns 
that even on the level floor permitted the 
bicycle racers to carry speed unusual on a 
flat indoor course, : 

There were forty men engaged in the 
opening event. The one-hundred-yard run, 
handicap, and the trial heats were hardly 
less stirring thun the final, the winners 
finishing in such close order that the 
judges only could pick out the winners. 
in this, with a_handicap of eight and a 
half vards, J. S. Brennan of the Xavier 
Athletic Club, in winning the final heat, 
Was timed in 10 seconds, and the announce- 
ment of the time caused the athletes pres- 
ent to express much doubt as to the accu- 
racy of the timers’ watches. Brennan had 
to make one turn to cover the distance, and 
considering that the performance was on a 
board floor, the time, though announced as 
official, will be regarded with doubt. 

Next to the relay race the most stirring 
contest of the night was the one-mile han- 
dicap run. In this a dozen men hung close 
together in the front group, to the last 
turn, where James Farrel! led by hardly 
more than a foot. On the stretch, in the 
struggle home, Charles Brady moved after 
him from second place, these two finishing 
hardly an inch apart, Brady first, with the 
third man, Peter Sufar, less than a foot 
away. In the 22-yard run, handicap, A. 
Burlingame of the Knickerbgecker Athletic 
Club, after winning his trial heat so easily 
that he seemed certain of a victory in the 
event, became mixed up in a jostle in the 
final, and received a severe fall, J. Com- 
piglio of the Xavier Athletic Club then 
winning from a handicap of twenty yards. 

For the relay race at one mile, the Colum- 
bia team was entered late, and the names 
of the team did not appear on the pro- 
gramme. Columbia, with the other entries, 
made a field of twelve to compete for this 
event. At the start, the twelve men first 
on the track made a rush for positions 
and all went around the course in close 
order for the first lap, Earl, the firs! 
representative of Columbia, taking third 
place and holding it to the finish of the 
second lap. Then he was relieved by Van 
Cise, who held the place for nearly one lap, 
and then at a signal from Ernest Hijert- 
berg, the trainer of Columbia's track ath- 
letes, made a spurt for the lead, passing 
the two men ahead of him in a half dozen 
yards. He slipped further and further 
away, and led to the end of the lap by 
about fifteen yards, Marshall then reliev- 
ing him, and sprinting from end to end of 
his turn, increasing the advantage for Co- 
lumbia by nearly thirty yards. 

Then Bishop took up the finish of the 
race, and, with winning lead, from the 
moment he started in was well within him- 
self through the two circuits of the track, 
and at that gained about 15 yards more, 
Columbia winning the race by nearly 60 
yards. The Knickerbocker Athletic Club 
team held second place through the last 
three laps, and rather easily beat the team 
from the Brooklyn Boys’ High School, who, 
though beaten, made a very creditable 
showing, considering the company they 
were in. ; 

An odd incident in connection with the 
games was that the cartridges furnished 
for the starter’s pistol ran short, and in the 
closing events a substitute for the pistol 
was found in the big drum from the band, a 
thump on this sending the athletes away.

BREAKING DOWN THE MERIT SYS- 
TEM. 

It looks as if the majority in Congress 
had determined to break down the sys- 
tem of appointments for merit instead of 
for political favoritism. 

That system was established legally in 
the act of 1883 under the Presidency and 
with the co-operation of President AR- 
THUR. The act placed the extension of 
the principle as well as its application 
and enforcement substantially in the 
hands of the President, and every Presi- 
dent since, until Mr. MCKINLpy, has ex- 
tended the scope of the principle and 
strengthened its hold on the administra- 
tion of the service. This is the more re- 
markable and the more creditable be- 
cause there has been since the passage of 
the law, at every election for President 
until the latest, a change of the party in 
power. During this long period of steady 
advance toward a rational and business- 
like conduct of the civil service the gen- 
eral feeling of Congress has not been 
friendly. Time and again the appropria- 
tion for the Civil Service Commission has 


been voted down in the House in Com- 
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mittee of the Whole, when the vote was 
not recorded; and though it has been re- 
stored when the members of the House 
had to go on record, the refusal of it ex- 
pressed the real sentiment of the major- 
ity of the Representatives. They simply 
did not dare to face the indignation

THE INFLUENCE OF THE KING. 


The British Constitution is so sure a 
reliance against any jar incident to the 
succession to the throne that the world 
will look with a more eager interest for 
evidences of King Epwarp’s influence 
upon the foreign relations of his Govern- 
ment than for any exercise of his power 
in its domestic concerns. The influence 
of VICTORIA as Queen and woman in 
maintaining relations of friendship and 
advantage with the Continental powers 
is known to all the world. Sharing her 
peaceful wish and disposition, as he un- 
doubtedly does, and, like her, having 
kinsmen and kinswomen in almost every 
Court of Europe, among them that chief 
man of power, his nephew, the German 
Kaiser, King Epwarp VII. may be ex- 
pected to continue the traditions of her 
wonderful reign, occasionally supple- 
menting by his personal influence the 
resources of British statesmen and the 
persuasions of British Ambassadors. 

The relations of Germany with Eng- 
land have not been made less securely 
friendly by the succession. We may even 
hazard the conjecture that if, in the 
misunderstand- 
ings should arise, the King might suc- 
ceed with the strong-willed Emperor 
where the Queen would not have pre- 
vailed. 

But the two Continental powers with 
which it is for the interests of peace that 
England should be on a more assured 
fcoting than she has been in recent years 
are Russia and France. Between the 
Government of Great Britain and these 
two Governments there is no present evi- 
dence of any strain of relations. But 
we cannot speak with equal confidence 
of the feeling of the English people, and 
in particular of the feeling of the French 
people. The Russophobia so industrious- 
ly cultivated by BEACONSFIELD has been 
by no means the dominant note of Brit- 
ish public opinion of late, but the two 





But it was not long before she made 
very good her welcome. And she has 
been making it more real and hearty 
every year since. There is something 
very winning in the Scandinavian char- 
acter at its best, the sImplicity and pur- 
ity which are the ideal of the Scandina- 
vian poets and romancers.

The kindness and helpfulness which are 
among the best qualities of human nat- 
ure are the indispensable qualities of a 
Queen. The new Queen has long ago 
proved her possession of them, She has 
already found her reward in the affec- 
tion of the British people. She has found 
it also in that possession of perpetual 
youth which it is so apt to confer and 
which she so abundantly has. Since the 
influence of a Constitutional King must 
be mainly indirect and social, he could 
not have a more useful helpmeet than 
the new King of England has in the new

The present Mayor of New York is a 
singular character. There is something, 
little as he may like to think so, far 
more British than American in his ob- 
stinate singularity.

speaking mother throughout the world, 
excepting only the Mayor of New 
York, felt bound to pay to the motherly 
virtues of the conspicuous and 
highly placed woman who used our Eng- 
lish speech.

-~-If the people of Cincinnati are to be 
judged by the fraction of them that made 
such a remarkable display of coolness and 
courage in a burning theatre Tuesday even- 
ing that city’s population must be apprecia- 
bly superior in at least one respect to the 
common run of humanity, and the origin and 
exact nature of their superiority ought im- 
mediately to be investigated. The building 
was crowded, and the fact, so soon to re- 
ceive practical demonstration, that it was 
not fire-proof or even slow-burning was 
probably known to all present, yet when 
smoke began to pour up through the floor 
the terrible spectacle caused only a prompt 
but entirely calm and orderly movement 
toward the doors in front and rear. That 
Mr. Sothern and his associates on the stage 
kept their heads, while highly creditable to 
them, has many precedents and was there- 
fore to be expected. The behavior of the 
audience, on the hand, was little 
less than amazing. All the excuses for and 
incitements to a panic were present in com- 
bination, but nobody was maddened by 
fear, not a cry of terror was raised, and 
the things done were precisely the things 
which it was best to do. The first explana- 
tion that suggests itself is that, the play 
being ‘‘ Hamlet,’’ the audience attracted 
was composed in very lerge part of persons 
more than crdinerily intelligent, but it 
ean hardly be maintained that intelligence 
gives immunity from panic fears, or even 
safely asserted that all whom ‘“ Hamlet” 
attracts are of more than average mental 
Strength. And, curiously enough, on the 
night before, the audience that assembled 
in another Cincinnati theatre to hear “ The 
Span of Life,”’ a play not at all Shakes- 
pearean, had its self-possession tested al- 
most as severely as this one by a fire In an 
adjoining building, and it, too, behaved itself 
with equally admirable composure. There 
really must be something peculiar to Cin- 
cinnati, or perhaps to Ohio, that tends to 
the preservation of calmness of mind in 
trying situations. What it? The com- 
mon hope of attaining the Presidency?

——Sufficient notice has hardiy been 
taken of the fact that, in renouncing the 
joys of making life more or less benefi- 
cially miserable for under-class men, the 
West Point cadets proved themselves as well 
equipped with strategetical ability as they 
are with the soldierly courage which nobody 
in his senses thinks of denying to them.

gress was on the eve of meting out punish- 
ment, with some incidental justice, their 
course would have seemed like a weak at- 
tempt on the part of convicted misdemean- 
ants to evade the worst of what they de- 
served. The cadets made neither of -these 
mistakes. Instead, they frankly told the 
whole truth, thus helping the inquisitors 
to a full knowledge of the exact situation, 
and then, by condemning the past and giv- 
ing adequate assurances that all would be 
right in the future, they left their would- 
be judges and executioners absolutely 
nothing to do. Following this adroit plan 
of campaign, they could even maintain 
with some show of credibility that they 
had erred rather than sinned, and that their 
intentions had always been good. Jt was 
very neatly done, and the episode can be 
viewed with satisfaction as showing that 
these fighting-men-to-be of ours will never 
make the mistake of certain other fighting 
men and trust exclusively to ‘ frontal at- 
tacks’ for overcoming an intrenched an- 
tagonist. Of course they will charge 
straight ahead up the hill when need arises, 
but they are also able, when opportunity 
offers, to execute flank movements and so 
keep down the lists of killed and wounded 
on their own side. And that is a valuable 
talent.

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

With much surprise I read in this morn- 
ing'’s Times an editorial headed ‘* A Con- 
fusion of Dates,’’ and the more I have 
thought over it the more certain I am that 
the writer is in error. He says: ‘‘ The an- 
niversary of George Washington's birth 
falls on the 24th of February, not on the 


22d. George Washington was born on Feb. 
11, 1752, and in the present year and cent- 
ury the difference of time is thirteen days. 

Your editorial correctly states the history 
of the calendar, and admits that in 1732, 
Feb. 11, Old Style, was the same day 
as Feb. 22, New Style. 

But then the reasoning takes a_ violent 
leap. It is true Feb. 11, 1901, Old Style, is 
thirteen days behind Feb. 11, 1901, New 
Style. But although Feb. 11, 1901, Old 
Style, is the same day as Feb. 24, 1901, 
that does not prove that Feb. 24, 1901, is 
the anniversary of Washington's birth. It 
simply proves that Feb. , Old Style, is the 
anniversary in the Old Style. It is the Old 
Style that is losing and making the error, 
not the New Style, which ts correct. 

The reason why the difference between 
New Style and Old Style is thirteen days 
this century and only eleven in 1732 is be- 
cause the Old Style is now two days fur- 
ther wrong than it was then, but the New 
Style is right now as it was then. 

The name Feb. 11, Old Style, does not 
exactly correspond to any fixed day, but 
laps over, so that the name Feb. 11 now 
corresponds to and describes not the same 
day it did in 1782, but a day two days later. 

In order therefore to get the New Style 
anniversary of Washington's birthday 
from the Old Style as it is to-day, we must 
first ascertain what day in the Old Style 
is the anniversary. This we find to be the 
0th of February. Adding the thirteen days 
correction for this vear, we get Feb. 22, 
1901. 

If Russia were on Feb. 11, 1901, to adopt 
the New Style, Feb. 11 would be Feb. 24 
and Feb, 22 would be left out, and it would 
seem that Washington were cheated out of 
a birthday. But this is not so, for his 
birthday had already passed two days, 
having occurred on the $th, and had been 
celebrated in America on the same day 
which we call the 22d. It is not a question 
of the name, but of the identity of the day. 

To put it logically, first discard from your 
mind all thoughts of the Old Style, and, 
eras only the New Style, ask your- 
selt: 

1. Is not Feb. 22, 1901, the anniversary of 
every Feb. 22 which has preceded it in the 
New Style? A.—Yes; because the New Style 
is accurate. 

2. Is not Feb. 22, 1732, New Style, the 
vest day of Washington's birth? A.—

Ergo. Feb. 1901, anniversary 
of Washington's birth. 

I do not see any way to avoid the con- 
clusion. The mistake of your editorial 
arises from considering Feb. 11, 1901, Old 
Style, as the anniversary of Washington's 
birth, and I think I prove the error. If 
your contributor will give the matter a lit- 
tle thought I think he will agree with me.

Your conten- 
tion is that inasmuch as Washington’s 
birthday occurred on Feb. 11, according to 
the Old Style catendar, we ought now to 
ceiebrate the anniversary on Feb, 24, in- 
stead of T'eb. lf you are correct, we 
must hold the celebration later and later in 
February as the centuries roll on. After 
the lapse of sufficient time we shall pass 
over into March, and so on until at last we 
shall have the anniversary in midsummer.

A CLUB FOR PLAYGOERS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read with interest the letters of 
‘“A Theatregoer,”’ ‘A Lover of the Play,’’ 
and ‘‘A Bohemian,” and although the ob- 
ject of their letters is good, the method 
by which they seek to redress their griev- 
ances is doomed to failure, judging by past 
experience, for the wail of their woes is 
likely to fall upon deaf ears so far as the 
theatrical managers are concerned. I had 
oceasion recently to avail myself of the 
courtesy of your columns to make a com- 
plaint concerning the Criterion Theatre 
management, pointing out the unfairness of 
Mr. Frohman tn permitting his officials to 
accept money from playgoers at a time 
that the theatre was already full, and 
when he was not in a position to give 
money’s worth—a view of the play—when 
a spectator was compelled to stand. A 
copy of this complaint was sent to Mr 
Frohman. What was the result? Was 
the grievance inquired into or remedied? 
No. It was simply ignored as complaints 
ot the public through the press usually are 
treated by theatrical managers. 

The only satisfactory and practical way 
of bringing theatrical managers to their 
senses and to lead them to consider pub- 
lic interests and to convince them that 
the public has some rights is to form a 
body for the protection of playgoers’ in- 
terests, and for the exchange of views upon 
theatrical subjects—in fact, to organize 
1 suggested in my former letter the for- 
mation of a club for this object similar to 
the payeoere Club of London. 

This London club, to which [I refer, is 
very influential in theatrical affairs, and 
is a recognized institution. It has a mem- 
bership, I believe, of over a thousand, con- 
sisting of actors, journalists, theatrical 
managers, and gentlemen of other profes- 
sions or of commercial pursuits; in short— 
of playgoers. They have a clubhouse of 
their own, where all the usual social ad- 
vantages of clublife are afforded. Meetings 
are held periodically, at which debates take 
place on the subject of new productions of 
plays of interest, and on all subjects con- 
nected with the stage of moment to play- 
goers, and grievances are thrashed out and 
action taken thereon to approach the man- 
agers with a view to a remedy, where it is 
feasible. Lectures are delivered by well- 
known public men and women. Smoking 
concerts are given at which the leading 
professionals and amateurs generally ten- 
der their services to the club. Ladies and 
children’s enterta ents are arranged. 
Dances are given the Winter and Sum- 
mer trips during the off season, and many 
other social features introduced. Once a 
year a public banquet is held at some prom- 
inent hotel, and among the men who have 
taken part in these events at one time or 
the other haye been Sir Henry Irving, Beer- 
bohm Tree,’ Anthony Hope, I. Zangwill, 
George Alexander, Wilson Barrett, Cecil 
Raleigh, and many other leading lights too 
numerous to mention. The annual sub- 
scription is kept as low as one guinea. 

Why not form such a club in New York?

WEST POINT CADETS’ TRAINING. 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It would be almost impossible to devise a 
system for securing in a National school a 
better average representation of the young 
manhood of the country than that by which 
the classes at West Point are filled. Form- 
erly the cadets were appointed solely by the 
Representatives in Congress and a few 
by the President, but by last year’s law 
Senators also join in the selection, and 
there are 48) cadets altogether. The 
cadets, therefore, come from every dis- 
trict in the whole United States, and as 
they are now usually chosen from the upper 
classes in the high schools by competitive 
examination, the very best material from 
every grade of life, the sons of working- 
men, farmers, business men, professional 
men, and wealthy men, are all represented 
at the academy, and pursue their studies 
under exactly the same conditions. 

Unlike the manner of other colleges, the 


cadets are quartered in the barest of rooms, 
without any but the simplest comforts, 
have little time for recreation, and no 
money whatever to spend. As a rule, very 
few faces are found in the ranks of the 
cadets but those of manly, bright boys, of 
evident high intelligence and gentleman- 
ly bearing, an exhibition of physical and 
mental excellence gratifying to all visitors 
and the cause always of enthusiastic ap- 
plause when they parade now and then in 
New York City. 

That the National product of boys from 
Maine to Texas and from Washington to 
Florida is of pretty good average is con- 
clusively shown at West Point, and there 
is no chance for snobbishness there, either. 
The stiff military training gives the 
cadets such chests and shoulders that a 
good many women visitors think they are 
padded beneath their smart uniforms, but 
they are not. The terrific work in the rid- 
ing hall, at cavalry drill, and in the artil- 
lery work brings serious and even stern 
faces, however, to many cadets, that don't 
relax much even during a dance. But the 
business of the soldier is not play, after all, 
and it must always be borne in mind that 
upon these young hearts and brains must 
some day come part of the burden of up- 
holding the National honor and leading, 
according to our National habit, not only 
the trained troops of.the regular army, but 
the thousands of untrained brave volun- 
teers who flock to the flag in time of war. 

With them in the army half their brother 
officers will be those who have learned 
their stern duties in the ranks and at Fort 
Leavenworth, while others have become 
officers from the bitter schooling of actual 
war. Upon these men we depend for milh- 
tary success, for in these days of scientific 
war it is the well disciplined, thoroughly 
trained handful that wins against the un- 
trained host. We never seem to learn this 
lesson here, though. We put down disor- 
ders nowadays with disciplined police 
forces in the cities, we put out fires with 
finely trained firemen, we choose special-+' 
ists and experts for every great undertak- 
ing in our progress, but we still continue to 
try to put out wars with raw recruits and 
trust to heaven for good luck.

LANDS FOR OLD SOLDIERS. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In reply to many letters from old soldiers 
in all parts of the Union, who misunder- 
stand the special privileges granted them 
in regard to obtaining land in the Co- 
manche-Kiowa Reservation, [ would make 
the following statement if you will allow 
me space in your columns: 

Soldiers or sailors who served at least 
ninety days in the United States Army dur- 


ing the war of the rebellion may file de- 
claratory statement. This declaratory 
statement must be accompanied by the 
oath of the soldier or sailor setting forth: 
(1) His residence and Post Office address, 
(2) that the claim is made for his exclusive 
benefit and not for the benefit of any 
other person either directly or indirectly, 
(3) that he has not previous to that time 
made a homestead entry or filed a declar- 
atory statement, (4) that he is not the pro- 
prietor of more than 160 acres of land else- 
where, (5) that since Aug. 30, 1890, he has 
not filed on a tract of land which, with the 
tract applied for, would make more than 
$20 acres. 

This statement may be filed by the sol- 
dier or sailor in person or by attorney au- 
thorized by power of attorney. After filing 
statement he is allowed six months in 
which to make entry. The time he served 
in the army is deducted from period of 
five years’ residence required by homestead 
law, but he must remain on the land at 
least one year. If soldier or sailor enti- 
tled to file statement is dead, his wife, if 
living and unmarried, is entitled to file 
statement, but if she be dead or married, 
his minor orphan children by proper guar- 
dian are entitled. 

If by this article I shall be of benefit to 
any veteran I shall feel more_than_paid 
for my trouble. c. R. MOSS.

We are a long-suffering people on the 
Hudson River, but sometimes ‘‘ the worm 
will turn"! This stage of our endurance 
has been reached at last by the irregularity 
of the Hudson River Railroad in the de- 
livery of our newspapers. Barely one hour 
from town, we have patiently endured the 
endless delay on trains, and have accepted 
our fate with the courage born of despair, 
well knowing how ugeless it would be to 
plead our broken engagements with such an 
unreliable railroad as the one we live on. 

And now comes another grievance. Day 
after day our morning paper does not ap- 
pear until a late hour, (sometimes 3 P. M.!) 
although pledged to arrive at 7 A. M. This 
is probably the fault of some railroad em- 
ploye who has failed to do his duty, but 
who attends to the mistake, ferrets out 
the offender, and sees that it does not 
happen again? Certainly not the officials 
of the road, who regard this inconvenience 
with the same indifference that they do 
the failure of the trains to run on sched- 
ule time. 

Only last Saturday I witnessed the dis- 
appointment of an entire school at the de- 
lay for over an hour of the train that was 
scheduled to take them down in time for 
a matinée, and called (bitter irony!) the 
‘*matinée train.’’ Upon mpquiry. lL found 
that the Peekskill local had been one hour 
late in leaving New York on its north- 
bound trip, and, instead of substituting a 
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Crotoa local to take its place on the south= 
bound trip, they compelled us to wait for 


an hour and a quarter, until the belated’ 


train appeared, 

This happens all the time, and where is 
the remedy to be found? They say that 
“corporations have no souls,’”’ but they 
ought to have some sense of honor, and 
it is only by airing our grievances in the 
newspapers that we can hope to shame 
them into doing their duty to the public.

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CHINA’S REQUEST REFUSED| 4N OPERETTA BY STRAUSS. 


Foreign Ministers, It Is Said, Will 
Not Explain Joint Note. 


Chinese Must Prove by Their Acts 
They Intend to Give Satisfaction 


and Inflict Punishment. 


PARIS, Jan. 28.—The Havas Agency has 
received the following dispatch from Pe- 
king, under date of Jan. 22: 

‘The Ministers have decided not to reply 
to the request for explanations of the joint 
note until the Chinese shall have proved by 
their acts that they intend to give satisfac- 
tion, and the conditions shall have been ac- 
cepted as to the primary question of pun- 
ishment. 

“The Ministers intend to discuss with 
Prince Ching and Li-Hung-Chang the con- 
ditions under which the chief of the guilty 
shall be punished.” 


PEKING, Jan. 20.—The agreement was 
delivered by the Chinese plenipotentaries 
last Wednesday afternoon, thus relieving 
the anxiety of the foreign envoys, who had 
begun to fear that, in spite of the promises 
made, something might occur to prevent 
delivery. 

There is a general feeling of satisfaction 
among the foreigners and soldiers. Most 
of the latter look anxiously forward to 
leaving China this year. Although no or- 
ders have been received, the Austfalians 
expect to be the first British troops to go, 
presumably as soon as the river opens, 
which is usually during the first week of 
March.

Ching has visited the Russian 
M. De Giers, remaining with him 
two hours. It is supposed that the inter- 
view had to do with the agreement. It is 
well understood here that M. De Giers has 
all along had more influence with Prince 
Ching and Li-Hung-Chang than all the 
other Ministers combined; and he has in- 
variably known sooner than the others 
what the Chinese plenipotentiaries were 
about to do. - 

Friends of Emperor Kwang-Su have in- 
formed M. De Giers that the Emperor de- 
sires te return as spee@ily as possible to 
the capital, and will do so as soon as he is 
assured that the foreign troops will leave. 
His Majesty would like to start for Peking 
immediately after Feb. 20, when the Chi- 
nese New Year begins. The journey will 
probably take six weeks. 

Last Saturday Prince Ching said he con- 
sidered the Chinese requests reasonable. 
“The question of indemnity,’’ he added, 
*“*has two sides. Some of the allies have 
conducted warfare in a fashion unparal- 
leled in the history of civilization. Chinese 
merchants and private citizens assert that 
valuables have peen looted amounting to 
immense sums, and it would not be fair to 
fail to take these largely into consideration 
when the question of indemnities is dis- 
cussed. 

“Tien-Tsin, Peking, and all the cities and 
towns between have been = absolutely 
stripped, while priceless treasures belong- 
ing to private individuals have been con- 
fiscated, irrespective of all ideas of mod- 
ern warfare. I feel confident that the good 
feeling of the allies will make a due allow- 
ance, and I look forward to getting a sat- 
isfactory reply to the questions we have 
asked when we meet the foreign envoys 
Monday, (Jan. 21.) We will then consider 
the other points.’’ 


LAWLESSNESS IN CHINA. 


American and Other Troops Are Depre- 
dators—French Soldiers Are 
Truculent. 

TIEN-TSIN, Jan. 18.—The United States 
transport Sumner, which has arrived at 
Taku, brought 150 troops to replace Ameri- 

cans who had been invalided. 

Two deserters from the American troops, 
with an American flag, have recently com- 
mitted acts of depredation in the surround- 
ing country and have blackmailed the vil- 
lagers. Both were captured, but one suc- 
ceeded in raking his escape and is still 
at large. It is probable that they will be 
shot. Three Sikhs, who were found guilty 
of smaller acts, were taken to the scene cf 
their 4depredations to-day and given fifty 
lashes e:ch. Many lawless acts are being 
committed. 

A French soldier has been sentenced to 
a te.m of five years in prison for drawing 
his bayonet upon an Australian policeman. 
Two Frenchmen have been shot and an 
American has been stabbed in saloon 


brawls. The French soldiers draw their 
bayonets upon the slightest provocation. 


GREAT FORCE TO BALK BOERS. 


Kitchener’s Left Rests on the Sea—De 
Wet’s Appearance in Cape Colony 
a Great Danger. 


CAPE TOWN, Jan. 23.—Gen. Kitchener is 
disposing great forces semicircularly, his 
extreme left resting on the sea, to circum- 
vent the Boers. The columns move simul- 
taneously, in touch with each other. 

The greatest danger of the situation is 
the possibility of Gen. De Wet’s appearance 
in Cape Colony. It is believed that none of 
the Dutch would resist his personal call to 
arms. They think the fame of Napoieon 
and Wellington pales in the presence of his 
military genius. 

Among a number of captured letters is 
one from Gen. Hertzog to President Steyn 
asking for 1,000 unmarried young men to 
enter Cape Colony and beat up recruits. 


CASTELLANE SUITS DECIDED. 


French Court Acts in the Litigation 
with Wertheimer. 


PARIS, Jan. 23.—The First Civil Tribunal 
of the Seine has decided the counter suits 
of the Count and Countess de Castellane 
and Wertheimer, the bric-a-brac dealer, by 
dividing the affair into three series. In the 
first it is declared that the exchanges and 
purchases were freely agreed to, and in 
good faith, and therefore could not now be 
mnodified. 

The second series, comprising the ex- 
changes, is regarded as liable to the sus- 

icion of usury, and the court therefore 
1as appointed three experts to appraise the 
articles, final judgment being given after 
their report. 

In the third series, concerning the art 
works belonging to Count Boni de Castel- 
lane, sold by Wertheimer, the Court de- 
clares the transaction holds good, but calls 
on Wertheimer to submit proof of the sale 
in order to show he did not realize ille- 
gitimate profit. 


Countess’s Book to be Confiscated. 

BERLIN, Jan. 23.—The Berlin courts have 
rendered an adverse decision against the 
divorced Countess von W edel-Berard, 


whose book entitled ‘‘My Relations with 
His Majesty Emperor William II., Revela- 
tions About the Regicide in Italy, and the 
Dreyfus Affair in the Light of Truth,” 
made a great sensation last year. The de- 
cision is that the book shall be confiscated 
and the plates destroyed. The whereabouts 
of the Countess is unknown. 


THE 69TH’S NEW 


A meeting of the Armory Board was held 
yesterday, at which the plans for the new 
Sixty-ninth Regiment Armory prepared by 
Horgan & Slattery were approved. The ar- 
chitects were directed to prepare the speci- 
fications and the more minute plans for 
construction. 

The armory will be situated at Twenty- 
fourth Street and Fourth Avenue, and will 
occupy nearly half a block. The building is 
to be of rough stone. The design is similar 
to several of the armories built in recent 
years. 

Ten bids for a new armory for the Naval 
Militia of the Second Battalion in Brooklyn 
were opened. The appropriation for the 
building is $60,000. 1t was found that all 
the bids were above the appropriation. The 
lowest bid was that of Thomas G. Carlin 
for $63,491. There will be a readvertise- 
ment of the contract.

Arrangements have been nearly com-

Employes’ Mutual Aid Society at Madison 
Square Garden on Feb. 2, and a large at- 
tendance is hoped for, as the drains upon 
the fund of the organization have been un- 
usually heavy of late. The society has at- 
tained a membership of more than 2,000 
since 1881, when the members could be 
counted on one hand, Joseph Myers is 
the President of the society, and A. Weig- 
ner of Bloomingdale Brothers is in charge 
of the details of the coming entertainment. 


“Wiener Blut” Performed in an Eng- 
lish Dress at the Broadway 
Theatre. 


“Wiener Blut” is one of the later oper- 
ettas of Johann Strauss, in which many of 
the unrelated waltz tunes of the famous 
Vienna composer were finally ‘‘ rounded 
up ”’ and branded. No apology is required, 
surely, for using cattle-ranch terms in de- 
scribing a modern Operetta. 

“Vienna Life,’ as they call the English 
version of this piece, which was produced 
with really magnificent pictorial accesso- 
ries and performed with an abundance of 
vim at the Broadway Theatre last night, 
was received with tumultuous applause. 
The dozen or more inspiriting waltz and 
march movements, some of them long fa- 
miliar, but not the less welcome on that 
account, greatly pleased the large audi- 
ence, which was quite undiscriminating in 
its applause. 

The ensemble was generally good enough 
to deserve warm approval, however, while 
Ernest Albert’s marble, gilt, and tapestry 
ballroom, in which all the coloring is har- 
moniously toned to the canary satin dresses 
of the principal group of dancers, is a fair- 
ly splendid picture. The moonlit féte of 
the last act is also handsome, and in the 
matters of scenery and costume the produc- 
tion leaves nothing to be desired. The or- 
chestra, under Selli Simonson, is efficient. 

Glen Macdonough adapted to the sup- 
posedly infantile taste of this metropolis 
the original libretto of Herren Leon and 
Stein, which, with its antique and tedious 
matrimonial imbroglio and its clumsily con- 
trived web of mistaken identity, could not 
have been very promising to begin with. 
It must be said of Mr. Macdonough, though, 
that he has generally made his words, 
however lacking in fancy they may be, fit 
the music. Most of the story, such as it is, 
is told in song, and it is all intelligible. 

The dances and the stirring finales and 
the beautiful pictures must save * Vienna 
Life’’ if it is to be saved. They were tre- 
mendously potent with last night’s friendly 
audience. But that assemblage also en- 
cored nearly every solo, duet, and trio, and 
therefore its judgment is not to be relied 
upon. The sextet of principals is weak, 
both vocally and dramatically. ‘There is 
often better singing in musical farce, and 
there is generally much better acting. 
Raymond Hitchcock, the principal come- 
dian, is droll enough, but the fun in ‘ Vien- 
na Life’’ is not its best quality. The cast 
follows:

MOZART AT THE OPERA. 
“Don Giovanni” Sung Last Night at 
the Metropolitan. 


At the Metropolitan Opera House last 
night Mozart had his first hearing this sea- 
son. He was represented by his noble mas- 
terwork, ‘‘Don Giovanni.’”’ The audience 
was not a large one, and this must be at- 
tributed to the fact that without the facti- 
tious aid of a sensational cast a work of 
the pure and chaste classic style has but 
little favor with the present public. This 
is a state of things which should not exist. 
Last night’s performance was a good one, 
spirited and musical, and the was 
competent. The audience ought to have 
been much larger. We need to be educated 
up to Mozart in these days. It is no longer 
true that education in music is essential to 
an enjoyment of Wagner. That was true 
while the old guard occupied the front rows. 
But now children drink in the Wagner 
dramas with their milk, and out of the 


mouths of babes and sucklings cometh 
forth learned talk about the absence of the 
melismus, the fundamental rhythms of 
‘“* word-tone-speech’’ and false relations. 
These children are fed on spiced foods, and 
the white bread of Mozartian music is not 
rich enough for their peppered palates. 

There is a beautiful suavity of eloquence 
in the Mozartian music, and in the more 
tragic scenes a variety of expressiveness at- 
tained by simple means quite unknown to 
the modern composer. Mozart’s melodic 
numbers are so lofty, so chaste in style, 
that their very clearness of Doric outline 
misleads the unskilled listener. These 
things sound so facile that the perfection of 
their art too often escapes notice. One 
waits in vain for the thunder of contem- 
poraneous climaxes. Mozart's are reached 
in another way. He reaches his climaxes 
melodically and contrapuntally. Witness 
the splendid finale in the ballroom scene. 
But that scene always awakens question- 
ings. It is seldom done as it should be. In 
this matter there have been improvements at 
the Metropolitan in recent years. More 
might be done, but let us be thankful for 
what we get. Mr. Grau is by no means 
averse to supplying artistic demands when 
he feels their existence. 

The performance last night had high mer- 
its, and it introduced some new impersona- 
tions of leading rdles. Mme. Gadski, for in- 
stance, came forward for the first time 
here as Donna Elvira. This conscientious 
singer has shown a most commendable am- 
bition to widen her sphere of usefulness. 
She has studied parts in French and Ital- 
ian and has added to her stature by doing 
so. Her Donna Elvira will increase the 
general respect felt for her. She showed 
an understanding of the part, and she sang 
the music with intelligence and taste. Miss 
Fritzi Scheff appeared as Zerlina, follow- 
ing a long line of eminent predecessors in 
this fascinating part. The young lady was 
less successful in her delivery of Mozart's 
music than in her acting. Her voice is too 
thin and acid in quality to do justice to 
the melodious measures. But she acted 
with chic and spirit. Perhaps she might 
have done more to convey the real nature 
of the inhocent girl. 

Mme. Nordica was an admirable Donna 
Anna. Her interpretation of the part is so 
familiar that it does not call for extended 
comment. It was up to its standard last 
night. Two members of the company ap- 
peared for the first time this season. These 
were Mr. Salignac as Don Ottavio and Mr. 
Pini-Corsi as Masetto. The former sang his 
few melodies tolerably. Mr. Pini-Corsi was 
excellent in his buffo réle. He is a genuine 
comedian, and his voice is out of all pro- 
portion to his diminutive stature. Mr. Scotti 
was the familiar Don Giovanni of last year. 
He sang the music vigorously, but not al- 
ways with clean rhythm. He added a beard 
to his make-up, and it did not become him. 
Mr. Edouard de Reszke was again a capital 
Leporello. He is a man of infinite humor, 
and he delights both himself and his audi- 
ence in such roles as this. Mr. Journet was 
excellent as the Commendatore. Mr. Man- 
cinelli conducted with enthusiasm,

$150 a night, thus plays to a house yielding 
$80. The local manager takes his percent- 
age, which is more than enough to pay_his 
small running expenses, and the traveling 
manager pockets a big loss. As the local 
manager pays his help by the week, he can 
better afford to keep his house open to 
Small audiences every night in the week 
than to have two performances to large 
audiences, 

“Then the association will act as an in- 
formation bureau, and traveling managers 
will be able to learn the exact condition of 
every circuit.”

EDWARD FLOYD-JONES DEAD. 


Stricken Suddenly Tuesday Night After 
Retiring. 


Ex-State Senator Edward Floyd-Jones 
died suddenly yesterday at the home of his 
daughter, Mrs. Condé R. Thorn, 35 East 
Sixty-third Street. He was a member of 4 
family that has been very prominent in 
Long Islend’s history for mere than two 
centuries, and within the past two years 
six of its members have passed away. 

Edward Floyd-Jones was born at South 
Oyster Bay, Jan. 26, 182%. Both his pa- 
rents were native Americans. He was ed- 
ucated at the Union Academy at Jamaica, 
and early in life entered commercial pur- 
suits, but soon abandoned them to manage 
a big farm at Seaford. 

He was always a Deinocrat, and his first 
official position was that of Supervisor of 
the town of Oyster Bay. He was elected 
to the State Senate in 1891, serving for one 
term. 

Mr. Floyd-Jones was one of the many 
who went to California in 1849. He organ- 
ized the firm of Jones & Hewlett at Stock- 
ton. The business was a general one, and 
included the importing and sale of agri- 
cultural implements of all kinds. 

The ancestors of the Floyd-Jones family 
greater portion of Long Isl- 
and under a grant from Queen Anne of 
England, and he owned a mansion at Oys- 
ter Bay, which was surrounded by about 
five square miles of land belonging to him. 
It was the largest single possession on 
Long Island. He also owned property at 
other points on Long Island. 

His villa was destroyed by fire on May 
29, 1900, and Mr. Floyd-Jones and the serv- 
ants barely escaped with their lives. Then 
he took up his residence on property he 
owned at Amityville, and that was dam- 
aged by fire on June 15, 1900. 

Mr. Floyd-Jones was a great sportsman, 
and for several years was the champion 
shot of the West. He was passionately fond 
of hunting, and was the crack shot of the 
Carroll Island Gun Club. He was very gen- 
erous, and the baymen along the shore of 
Long Island ~— him in the highest regard | 
for his «many cha@¥fities. 

Mrs. Edward Floyd-Jones, who

children, Edward H. Floyd-Jones of 10

During an 
engagement a Mauser bullet clipped his 
blue flannel shirt on the shoulder, while 
another tore through the sole of his foot 
and buried itself in his leggins. His cam- 
paign hat also had a bullet mark.

United in Opposition to the Measure 
Now Pending at Albany—Reso- 
lutions Adopted. 





Representatives of every important char- 
itable organization in this city and vicinity 
met last evening in the Assembly Hall of 
the United Charities Building and gave ex- 
pression to their indignation over the pro- 
posed reorganization of the State Board of 
Charities. The most important action of

WARRANT FOR NEELY HERE. 


The Alleged Embezzler Will Be Taken 
to Cuba on Saturday. 


Charlies F W Neely, who is charged 
with embezzling the funds of the Cuban 
Post Office, will sail for Havana on Sat- 
urday on the Ward Line steamer Mexico 
to stand trial for his alleged crime. United 
States Marshal Henkel yesterday received 
ihe warrant for Neely’s extradition from 
Secretary of State Hay, and he at once or- 
dered Deputy Marshals Daly and Adler to 
get in readiness to take the prisoner to 


Havana. 


Accompanying the warrant was a letter 


to Marshal Henkel from Secretary of War 
Root directing him to take the first avail- 
able vessel sailing for Havana. Neely, 
who is now in Ludlow Street Jail, takes 
the whole matter philosophically, ang de- 
eclares that he will be acquitted when the 
case comes to trial. He will be tried under 
the old Spanish law, which is quite dif- 


ferent from that of the United States.

Russian Bonds Exempt from Tax. 


It was announced yesterday that the 
Russian Government had voluntarily ex- 
empted the holders of its securities in this 
from any income tax charges 
levied on the basis of the Russian bond 
holdings. Several million dollars’ worth of 


these securities were placed in the United 
States recently, of which the New York 
Lif Insurance Company took a large 
block. The news of the Government's ac- 
tion is confirmed by the New York Life 
Insurance Company.

MARKET ‘MOVEMENT. 


Advancing prices were the order in the 
Stock Market yesterday, with substan- 
tial strength appearing quite generally 
throughout the list. The market was 
free from all foreign influences dur- 
ing the day, the Exchanges abroad 
being closed because of the Queen’s 
death; nor was any attention paid to 
the mutterings of the pessimists that 
prices would certainly come lower from 
London to-day on the reopening of that 
market. Operations, in fact, were con- 
ducted, as they were in the recent bull 
campaign, without regard to the foreign 
bourses, the practical independence of 
this market of outside developments be- 
ing insisted upon. 

The opening was strong though quiet, 
but it was not until after the first half 
hour that aggressive strength appeared, 
sending prices sharply up under the lead- 
ership of the standard railway stocks. 
This strength was maintained until 
shortly before 2 o’clock, when a general 
selling movement knocked quotations 
down rather sharply. The reaction, how- 
ever, was short lived, a rally, led by the 
steel stocks, setting in in the last ten 
minutes. 

Of news developments of the day, the 
chief was the announcement of further 
engagements of gold for export. This 
had no market effect whatever, for the 
simple reason that money rates continue 
easy. 

The suddenness with which Wall Street 
ean change front is well illustrated in 
the case of the steel and iron situation. 
A few days ago nothing but blue ruin for 
the trade was being predicted, and all 
kinds of disastrous trade wars were be- 
ing prophesied. Now-—-the steel stocks 
showing strength—the tale is all of har- 
mony and conciliation. In the meantime 
the plans for the €arnegie extensions go 
steadily forward. 


Manipulation of the steel stocks by Chi- 
cago operators was primarily responsible 
for the upward movement in those issues 
yesterday, and it was declared that John 


W. Gates and his friends had taken a posi- 
tion on the bull side of the group and pur- 
posed to lift prices much higher. Accom- 
panying the advance were many rumors, 
some of them so extravagant as to be ridic- 
ulous. Of most interest was the report that 
a truce between the warring steel magnates 
had been arranged, and that the threatened 
trade war was off. This, at least, was the 
story which room traders on the floor put 
out. To the contrary, came a dispatch from 
Pittsburg, telling, in effect, that all consol- 
idation and harmony rumors are untrue, 
and that the reports have done much to in- 
jure the trade. The same dispatch declared 
that it was true that the Federal Steel 
Company is “ to-day negotiating to float a 
loan.” 

In some quarters of the Street it was said 
that the purchases of Steel and Wire were 
‘‘for control,’’ with the Gates following 
buying on the one side and the anti-Gates 
on the other. However this be, much stock 
came out on the advance, and it was evi- 
dent that there were interests which were 
quite willing to part with their holdings. 
The Steel and Wire meeting to act on the 
dividend is to be held Monday. The predic- 
tions as to probable action are all hopeful. 

In Federal Steel the rise was generally re- 
garded in the nature of a vigorous demon- 
stration against the shorts in the stock, 
who ran to cover freely in the last half 
hour. 

The advance in Pressed Steel Car shares 
was on the intimation that at the Directors’ 
meeting held after the close of business 
the dividend action would be more favor- 
able than had been expected, the Street 
having generally understood that the com- 
mon stock dividend would be passed. What 
actually is disclosed is that a 1 per cent. 
dividend is declared, but whether it is quar- 
terly or not officials of the company refuse 
to say. The'absence of the word “ quarter- 
ly’ is in the Street looked upon as unfa- 
vorable.

Chicago had the story yesterday—and 
great care was taken to circulate it here— 
that an announcement would be forthcom- 
ing during the day in respect to the St.

According to this story, the deal would cer- 
tainly take the -form of a lease.

In some quarters 
it was said that there were evidences that 
Chicago interests had put out the story 
with the object in view of involving their 
stock.

SAVED VESSEL BECOMES SALVOR. 


Court Decision Favors Steamship for 
Services to Tug That Helped Her. 


The very unusual nautical case of a saved 
Vessel becoming salvor was adjudicated by 
Judge Brown: in the United States Circuit 
Court yesterday when he handed down a 
decision awarding salvage to the Germaa 
steamship St.:George for services rendered 
the steam tug I. J. Merritt last October. 
The St. George ran aground at Daiquiri, 
Cuba, last September, and a contract was 
made with the Merritt & Chapman Wreck- 
ing Company to get her off for tw per cent. 
of the value recovered. The St. George 
was floated and taken to Santiago for re- 
vairs. She was then taken in tow by the 

ferritt and started for New York. . 

On the way the Merritt met with an acci- 
dent, losing her smoke stack and wrecking 
her boilers. Then the rejuvenated St. 
George turned salvor and towed the Mer- 
ritt into Nuevitas. The St. George after- 
ward came to New York by other means 
and sued for $45,000, the value of the Mer- 
ritt being about $46,000, 

Judge Brown decides that the steamship 
is entitled to $935 for salvage.

ACTION FOR LIBEL FAILS. 


Emil Loewenthal ~ Loses His Suit 
Against The New York Times. 
The case of Emil Loewenthal against 
THe New York Times, in which the plain- 


tiff sought to recover $10,000 damages for 
the publication of alleged libelous matter, 
was heurd, yesterday in Part III. of the Su- 


preme Court before Justice Scott and a 
jury. The jury after a few minutes’ delib- 
eration brought in a verdict for the de- 
tendaut. 

The alleged lib®Mlous urticle appeared in 
THE NEw York TiMEs of June 10, 1900, and 


was obéantoned by the fact that on June 7 
Loewenthal at an auction sale of real es- 
tate in the Trinity Building Salesroom 
made a-.bid of $103,000 for a piece of prop- 
erty and left (he salesroom without paying 
the 10 per cent. cash required under the 
terms of si taking other steps to com- 
plete his purchase, 

Peter I’. Meyer in commenting upon this 
und other instances of default by auction 
bidders said that he thought it might have 


a wholesome effect upon auction dealings 
it ‘a couple of such bidders could ‘be land- 
ed in jail.’

MORE OF MURRAY H. HALL. 


Unger Recalls the Time When 
“He” Served as a Juror. 


Murray H. Hall, the Tammany politician, 
bondsman, and man-about-town, whose re- 
cent death revealed the fact that for twen- 
ty-five years she had successfully posed as 
a man, enjoyed, aceording to ex-As- 
sistant District Attorney Unger, who knew 
her well, the unique distinction of serving 
on, a petit jury in General Sessions. 

Mr. Unger does not recall the case nor 
the exact time, but has a distinct recol- 
lection that, Hail served during one term 
of court several years ago as a juror. Un- 
less the jury disagreed in the case in 
which she served, her presence on the 
jury it is said would invalidate the verdict. 

Mr. Unger in cleaning out his desk yes- 
terday brought to light a letter from Hall 
written to him between 1895 and 1898, 
which Hall expresses ‘ his ”’ 
Mr. Unger's kindness for service rendered. 
Hall also speaks of a time when “he” 
was drugged and robbed and taken to Mr.

Unger’s office by the man who made the 
attack and *‘ made a show of.”’ 
Mr. Unger said that the letter referred 


to either an occasion when Hall had got- 
ten into trouble with a policeman during 
a “slight jag’’ when through Mr. Unger’s 
intervention the case was dismissed in 
the Folice Court, or to the arrest of Hall 
Yor perjury in 1895. He inclined to the lat- 
ter idea. Hall had given bail for several 
persons to the Bail Clerk of General Ses- 
sions, pledging property.on Van Cortlandt 
Avenue, near St. George’s Crescent. This 
property was found to stand in “his” 
wife’s name, and Hall was brought before 
Recorder Goff Nov, 22, 1895, on a charge 
of perjury. In def fault of bail, Hall was 
committed to the Tombs, and remained in 
prison a week before securing a bondsman. 

Recorder Goff recollected the incident 
and recalled Hail as a wrinkled old man 
with a notorious reputation for giving 
straw bail in Police Courts | and elsewhere. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


STEPS TO BASEMENT UNPROTECTED, — 
Michael Walsh fell to his death, in the 
night time, down the steps of an entrance 
to the basement of the premises in this 
city owned at the time by one Duncan. 
The latter had leased the store and base- 


ment to John H. Hanan, and others, who 
in turn had leased the basement to Abram- 
son. Johanna Brogan, as administratrix 
of. Walsh, in her suit against Hanan and 
others for damages for the death of her 
intestate, complained that the defendants 
negligently and unlawfully failed to pro- 
tect the entrance by gates, or by chains, 
or by “burning light over the steps,” as 
required by a city ordinance. It appeared 
that these .safeguards had never been in- 
stalled.. Judgment rendered in favor of the 
defendants on ‘the trial was affirmed by 
the Appellate Division in Brooklyn. The 
defendants pleaded that the plaintiff had 
released Duncan, under seal, from all la- 
bility. The Court held, by Justice Jenks, 
that at the time.of the accident the base- 
mrent and store were leased to tenants who, 
in turn, sublet the basement, the owner 
and the tenants were joint. feasors, and 
the general release of the owner erated 
to discharge the tenants from Hability, al- 
though the release in terms assumed to 
preserve such lability; A covenant by the 
tenants to repair, contained in the re ease, 
even if construed to extend to the defect 
in question, was held not to inure to the 
benefit of the injured person.

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‘CIVIL SERVICE EVASIONS 





May Result in Charges Against 
City Department Heads. 





Mr. McAneny Makes Public Some Dis- 
coveries of the Civil Service Re- 
form Association. 





The Civil Service Reform Association has 
discovered evasions of the civil service 
laws which are likely to ad to important 
developments. Secretary’ McAneny made 
public yesterday a statement of the abuses 
which have been discovered in the munici- 
pal service. About the only places now 
exempt from civil service examinations are 
for laborers. Secretary McAneny asserts 
that the Tammany officials have been ap- 
pointing men as “ laborers ’’ and then évad- 
ing the law by ‘‘ promoting a laborer’”’ to 
a position of responsibility at a higher sal- 
ary. F 

With the monthly pay rolls of each de- 
partment it is required that the head shall 
swear that each employe has been engaged 
wholly in the duties of the position for 
which he was appointed. It was said yes- 
terday that the irregularities found by the 
Civil Service Reform Association may lead 
to serious charges against some heads of 
departments. 
Secretary McAneny’ 
in part as follows: 


Owing to the difficulty in discovering 
illegal assignments, and the failure of the 
Service Commission as yet to: provide any ade- 
quate remedy when cases have been brought to 
its attention, this practice, unless sobn checked, 
is likely to spread seriously

did practically nothing. Curiously enough, an 
investigation s:iows that this state of affairs 
in regard ta the recreation plers has been 
brought to th? attention of the commission each 
Summer for the past three years, generally 
through some person who went to the trouble to 


pass an examination for the position, and then 
found that he was never to be called upon be- 
cause some laborer, appointed for an entirely 
different purpose, was occupying the place. 

A case of assignment in the Department of 
Public Buildings, Lighting, and Supplies, in- 
volving three of the best positions of janitor in 
the city, has just reached a final conclusion, 
which shows how slight a restraint is placed on 
the abuse to-day, A complaint was made to the 
commission on June 26 last, through the Civil 
Service Reform Association, that three ‘' foremen 
laborers,’ Edward Coppers, Thomas P. McGlynn, 
and Edward A. Schneer, were acting as janitors 
of the Criminal Courts Building, the Jefferson 
Market Court, and the Essex Market Court. 
Coppers not only received a salary of $1,200, but 
occupied the janitor’s quarters in the Crimtnal 
Courts Building. The commission hesitated to 
use its power to withhold the pay of these three 
men—its only effective method of enforcing the 
rules—but referred the complaint to Commissioner 
Kearney, and his reply back to the association, 
for consideration. 

No appointments were made, however, and, 
presumably, Coppers, McGlynn, and , Schneer 
continue to act as janitors without pay. Much 
to the surprise of those interested in the case, 


the commission advertised a new examination 
for janitors, to be held on Oct. 22, although the 
existing list still contained some forty names. 


Coppers and Schneer both made application 
enter the examination, and on the resulting list, 
published Dec, 17, Coppers, as a veteran, stood 
fourth, and Schneer forty-sixth. 

Three janitors, tncluding Coppers, 
appointed from this list at an annual salary of 
$v00 each, Coppers has been assigned to the 
position he had illegally held in the Criminal 
Courts Building, and the two others to the Essex 
and Jefferson Market Courts, But neither Me- 
Glynn nor Schneer has, at last reports, been dis- 
placed at these courts, each remaining as ‘* fore- 
man.’ Schneer receives more salary than the 
janitor placed over him.
